The wind.conrinued proſperous & favorable at North- 
caſt, and gave us a very good paſſage, withour any alcera- 
tion ot change : ſo that albeir we had ſight of Porto Santo 
one of rhe Aaderas,& of the Cararzes alſo within twelve 
dayes of our ſetting forth: yet we never ſtrook ſayle, nor 


came toanchor,nor made any ftay for any cauſe, neither 
there or elſe where,untill 25. dayes atter ; VVhen we had 
. fight of the Ifland of Guadalupe, one of the Iflands of the Ju 28: 
Weſt Indies, goodly high land. 


The next morning we entred berween Domzn:cs & Gua- 
dalupe,where we deſcried rwo canoas,coming from = roc- 


ky Iland,rhree leagues off Domezncca, which uſually repair 


thirher ro fhſh,by reaſon the grear plenty thereof, which is 
there continually to be found. We landed on the South 
fide of ir, remaining there three days ro refreth our men, 
& water ourſhips,out of one of choſe goodly rivers,which 
fall down off the mountain. There we ſaw certain poore 
cottages buile with Palmirco boughs and branches, but no 
inbabitancs-at char rime civell nor ſavage; che corcages it

ly Fow!s, which he and his Company did rhen dayly kill, 
and fed on, in that place. In this courſe,norwithſtanding | | 
we had wo dayes calme,yet within {1x dayes we arived at 
our Port Pheſanr, which is a fine round By, of very ſafe 
harbour for all winds, lying berweene two high poines, 
not paſt” halfe a cables length over ar the mouth, bur 
wirhin eight or cen cables length every way, having tet: 
or twelve fadome warer,more or lefle, full of good fiſh, 
the ſoile alſo very fruicfull ; which may appear by this, 
thar our Captain having been 1n this place, within a year 
and few dayes before, and having rid the place with many 
alleyes and paths made, yet now all was ſo overgrowne a- 
gaine, as thar wedoubtcd ar firſt, wherher this were rhe 
fame place or no. - 

Ar our entrance into this Bay,our Captaiue having gi- 
vet order to hi: brother what to do,if any occaſion ſhoud 
hppen in his abſence,was on his way, with inrent ro have 
goue a land, with ſore few only in his company, becauſe 
he knew there dwelt ro Sparnrzards within thirry five 
teagues of chat place. Toloz being the neercft ro the Eaſt- 
wards,and Nome e de 4105 to the weſtwards, where any of 
that Nation dwelr.But as we were rowirg a ſhoar,we ſaw 
a ſmoak 1n the woods,even neer che place which our Cap-

the [nhabitanrs ha d put themſelves in Armes,and brought 


their Companies in ſome order, at the South-eaſt end of 


the Market-place, neere the Governours Houſe, and not : 


farre from the Gare of the Towne,which is onely one,lea- 
ding towards Panama ,having (as | it ſeemes) gathered them- 
ſelves chither, either that in the Governours | ohr- they 
might ſhew their Valour, if it mighr prevaile, or elſe that 
by the Gate they might beſt rake their Yale, and eſcape 
readieſt- 

And to make pl ſhew of farre oreater numbers of ſhot, 
orelſe of a cuſtome they had, bythe like device to rerri- 
Ge the Symerons, they had hung Lines with Matches light- 
ed, overthwarr the Weſter-end of che Market-pl ace, be- 


Lweene the Church and the Croſſe, as rough there had 


beene in a readinefſe ſome company of ſhor, whereas in- 
deed there was not paſt rwoor three thar taught rheſe 
Lines ro dance, till chey themſelves ran away, as ſoone as 
they perceived they were diſcovered. 

Bur the Souldiers, and ſuch as were joyned with hikm, 
preſented us with 2 jolly hot volley of ſhor, beating full 
upon the egreſſe of rhat Street in which we marched, and 
1cvellis very low, ſo as their Bullets oft-rimes wrazdd on 
rhe Sand.

bur having pens our firſt volley of ſhor, and fea-

ap for the Spantareds to fly ar. 


In following and rerurning, diverſe ot our men were 
hurt, with the weapons which the Enemy had let fail as 


hefled : ſfomewhar, for that we marched with ſuch ſpeed, 


but more for thar they lay ſo thicke and crofle one on the 


other. 
Being returned, we made our ſtand neer the midſt 6f 


_ rhe marker place,where a rree growerl hard by che crofſe, 
whence our C: iy ſent ſome of our men to ſtay rhe 
ringing ot the .larme Bell, which had continued all chis 


while: but the Church being very ſtrongly built ard faſt 
ſhut, rhey could nor wichour firing ( which our Capcaine 


forbad) ger itto the ſteeple where the Bell hung. 


In the mearerime, our Captaine havirig taken two or 
tbree Spanraras in their flighr, commanded them to 
ſhew them ihe Goveriiours houſe, where he under-

a2PPOINtment : Althouzh ma {11ver onely was kept then: :

rreaſure hopſe not farre off, being a houſe very ftrongly | 


builc of lime and ſtone,tfor the ſafe keeping thereof. 
Ar our comming to the Governours houſe, we found 
the great doore (where the Moyles do uſually unlade ) 


even then opened ; a Candle lighred upon the top of the 


ſtayers; anda ſhire Gennet ready fadled, either for the 


Governour himfſelfe or ſome _ of his houſe-hold to. 


carry it after him. By meanes of this light, we ſaw a huge 
heape of Silver, i [a chat nether roome : Heing a pile of bars 
of ſilver, of as ({neere as we could gueſſe ) fe evenly foor 

in length,of ten foot in breadrh ,and twelve foot in height, 
piled up againſt the wall, each barre was between rey 
five and forty pound it weiniin) At {tght hereof our Cap 
raine commanded traichrly thatnone of us ſhould rouc!1 
a barre of ſilver, bur ſand upon our weapons, becauſe rhe 
Towne was full of people, and there was in the Kings 
treaſure houſe neere the waters fide, more gold and jewels 
then'all our four Pinnaces would carry, which we would 
preſently ſet ſome i tn hand to break open, notwirhſtanding 
the Spantards reports of the ſtrength of it, 

We were no {ſooner returned ro our ſtrenor!1, bur rhere 

was a report brouzht by ſome of our men, that our Pin-

-errible ſtorme of thunder and lightning, fell, which pow- 
rid downe ſo vehemently ( as it uſually dock 11 rhoſe 
Countries ) rhar before we could recover the ſhelter of a 
certaine ſhade or pent-houſe, ar the Weſter end of the 
Kings treaſure-houſe ( which ſeemerhro have been builr 
rhere of purpoſe to avoid Sunne and Raine) ſome of our 
bow- ſtrings were wet, and ſome of our match and pow- 
der burr: which while we- were careful] of ro refurniſh 

and ſupply ; diverſe of owr men, harping on the reports 
Jarely broughrus, were murtering of the Forces of the 
Towne, which our  Capraine perceiving, told them, that 
he had brought them to the mourh of the treaſure of the 
World, if rhey wonld wanr it, they might henceforth 
blameno body bur themſelves. And therefore as ſoone 
as the ſtorme began to aſfivage of his fury (which was 
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a long halfe houre ) willing to give his Men no longer 
leaſure to demurre of thoſe doubts, nor yer allow the E- 
nemy farcher reſpite to gather themſelves rogerher ; he 
ſtepr,forward, commanding his Brother, with Joh» Ox- 
nam and the Company appointed them, to breake rhe 
Kings Treaſure-houſe ; the reſt ro follow him, to keep 


the ſtrengrh of the market place, till they had diſpatched 
the buſineſſe for which rhey came. 


Bur as he ſtepc forward, his ſtrength and ſioht and 
ſpeech failed him, and he began to fainr for wait of

Ar his com- 
ming he proteſted he came to us of meere guod will, for 
thac we had attempted, ſogreat and incredible a matter 
with ſo few men : and chat ar the firſt they feared that we 
had beene French, ar whoſe hands they knew they 
thould finde no mercy - bur after they perceived by our 
Arrowes, that we were Erel:ſh men, their feares were 
the leſſe, for that they knew, rhat though we tooke the 
Treaſure of the place, yet we would not uſe cruelty to- 
wards rhetr perſons. 

Bur albeit this his affe&ion gave him cauſe enongh, to 
come aboard ſuch whoſe vertues he ſo honoured, yer the 
Goveruour alſo had nor only conſented co his comming, 
bur dire&ly ſear him , upon occaſion that diverſe of the 
Towne affirmed (ſaid he) rhat they knew our Captaine, 
who the laſt two yeares had beene often on their Coaſt, 
and had alwayes uſed their perſons very well.

where the reſt of his company was > auſwered, that they *_ 
were gone aſhoare in their Gundeloe that eventng,to fight 
about a Miſtris - and voluntarily related to our Captaine 
that two houres b-fore night, there paſt by them a Pin- 
nace, with Sayle and Oares, as faſt as ever they could 
row, Calling to him, whether rhere had not beene any 
Engliſh or Frexchmen there lately > And upon anſwer thac 
there had been none : they bid chem looke to themſelves : 
that within an houre, rhar this Pinnace was come to the 
utrer-fide of Carthagere, there were many great Pee- 
ces ſhor off ; whereupon one going to top,to deſcry what 
might be che cauſe 2 Eſpyed, over : he Land, divers Fri- 
p3tes ald ſmall ſhipping, bringing themſelves within the 
Caſtle, EY. 

This report our Capraine crediced, rhe ratker, for thar 
him(ſelfe had heard rhe reporr of the Ordnance, at Seca, 
and perceived ſufficiently, thar hee was now deſcryed : 
notwithſtanding, in farther examination of rhis old Ma- 
riner, having underſtood, rhar' there was, within the 
next Point, a grear S':ip of Sivell, which had here dif- 
charged her lodirg, and rid now with her yards acroffe, 
deing bound rhe next morring for [Saint Domrago * Our 
Capxaine cooke this old Man unto his Pinnace, to verifie

As 
ſoone as we arrived, where our Captaine intended, and 
had choſen a fit and conventenr road (out of all trade) tor 
our purpoſe; we repoſed our ſclves there for ſome fif- 
reene dayes, Keeping our ſelves cloſe, that the btuit of our 
being upon the Coaſt might ceaſe. | 

Bur it the meane rime we were rot idic: for beſides 
ſuch ordinary workes ,| as our Capraine every Moneth 
did uſually inure us to, abour the trimming and firting of 
his Pinnaces, for rbeir better failing and rowing : he 
cauſed usto rid a large. plot of ground, both of Trees

The reſt of 
the Company, every one as he liked beſt, made his diſ- 
port at Bowles, Quoirs, Keiles, &c. For our Capraine 
allowed one halfe of their Compary to paſſe rheir rime 
thus, every other day inrerchangeably, the other balfe

and Pinnaces, and the providing of freſh Vituals, Fiſh,

Artthe end of rheſe fifreene dayes, our Captaine leav- 
ing his Sip in bis Brothers Charge, to Keepe all rhings in | 
| order, himiclfe rooke with him, according to his former | 
| determination, two Pinnaces for R29 Grand . and paſſing 
Neptem.8 by Carthagene, bur cur of fi2hr, when we were wickintwo 

049hs of the Rv er, we landed rothe Weſtwards on the 
Maine, wherewe ſaw grear ftore of Cattle. There we 
found ſome 1:d:as, wlo aking us in friendly ſort, it bro- 
ken Spaniſh, what we would have ? and underſtanding that 
wm we defired freſh Victuals in Traffique rhey tooke ſuch 
- Cartle for us as we needed, with caſe and ſo readily, as if 
they had a ſpeciall- commandment over them, whereas 
they would not abide u> ro come neere them : And this 
alſo they did willingly, becauſe our Capraine (according 
*to his cuſtome) conrented them for their paines, with ſuch 
things as they account greatly of, in ſuch fort that they 
nromiſed we ſhould have there of chem at any time, what 
we would. 
The ſame day we departed thence to Rio Grand, where 
weentred abour rhree of the clocke in the afrer-noone. 
There are rwo entrings into this River, of which we entred 
the Weſtermoft, called Boca Chica. The freſher of this 
River is ſo great, rhar vve beirg halfe a league from rhe 
mouth of ir,filled freſh water for our Bev erage. 

From three a clocke till darke night we rowed up the 
Areame ; bur ihe current was ſo ftrong dowpwards, that 
we got Har rw leagues all that time. We moared our 
Pinnaces ro a tree that right ; for that preſently with the 
cloſing of the evening, there fell a monſtrous ſhow: r of 
raine, vvith ſuch ftrarge and errible claps of thunder and

Aaſhes of lighrnitg, as made us, nor a little ro marvell at, 
alchough our Capraine had been acquainted with ſuch 
like in chat Countrey, and cold us that they conrinue ſel- 
_ dome longer rhen rhree quarrers of an houre. This ſtorme 
was 00 ſooner ceaſt, bur 1t became very calme, and there- 
wich there came ſuch in innvmerable multitude of a kind 
of flies of thar Country called Mwusk:tos (like cur Gnats) 
whict bite ſo ſpicefully, chat we could not reſt all that 
nighr, nor.fi2de meanes to defend our {clves from them, 
by reaſon of rhe heate of the Country : the beſt remedy 
we then found againſt rhem, was the juyce of Lymons. 
Ar the breake of day we departed, rowing in che eddy, 


and haling up by the trees where the eddy failed, wich 


creat. labour, by ſpels, withour ceaſing, each company 
cheir halfe houre-glaſſe, withour meeting any, rill about 
three a clock afrer noone, by which time we could get bur 
| five leagues a head. Then we efpied a Canow with two 
Indians fiſhingin the River ; but we ſpake not to them 
leſt ſo we mighr be deſcryed : nor they to us, as raking us 


co be Spanyards , But within an houre afrer we eſpied cer-. 


taine houſes on the orher ſide of| the River, whoſe chan- 
nell is rwenty five fathome deep, and his bredrh fo grear, 
that a man can ſcanrly be diſcerned from ſide ro fide. Yer 
4 Spanyard which kept thoſe houſes, had eſpicd our Pin- 
naces, and rhinking we had been his country-men, made 
a ſmoake ; for a fignalſ ro- turne thar way, as being deſi- 
- rovs to ſpeake with us. After thar, we eſpying this ſmoak, 
had made wirh ir,and were halfe the River over, he whea- 
ved us with his hat, and his long hanging ſleeves ro come 
a ſhoare : But as we drew neerer unto him, he diſcerned 
| that we were not rhoſe he looked for, he cook his heels, & 
fled from bis houſes,which we found ro be five in number, 
al! fall of white Ruske,dryed Baicon,thar Country Cheeſe

we landed, were broughr downe by the Sparzerds inro 
the buſhes, and ſhot their arrowes ; bur we rowed downe 
the ſtreame, wich rhe current ( for thar rhe winde was a- 
g2inſt u ) ouely one league, aud becauſe it was nighr,an - 
choredrill che morning, when we rowed downe ro the 
mouth of the River, where we unladed all our proviſt- 
ons, and clenſed our Pinnaces, according ro our Ca 
raines cuſtome , and rooke 1t In againe, and the ſame day 
went to the Weſtward.

Maine, right over againſt rhe goodly Garden Iand. In 
which our Capraine would nor ſuffer us to land, not- 
wiih{tardirg our importunate defire, becauſe he knew it 
might be dangercus ; for rhar they are wont rn ſend Soul- 
diers rhirher. when they know ary Men cf Warre vpon 
the Coait;which we found accordingly : fo: vvithin three 
houces aficr, paſſing by the EY of the Lland, vve had a

bur one of our mea hurt. ! 
This evening we departed ro Sea, and the day fol- 
lowing, being fome two leayucs off the Harbour, we

Andas ſoone as our Capraine was come up to 
theſe Frigates,che wind blew much from rhe Sea, ſo that 
we being betwixt the ſhoare and them, were 1n a manner 
forced to beare roome into the Harbour before rhem, to 
Wn: root joy of the Sparrards who beheldir, in ſippo- 
, that we would (till have fted before them. Bur aſ- 
"hu 15 we were in the Harbour, and felr ſmooth water, 
' our Pinnaces (as we were aflured of ) getting the winde, 
we fought with them npon the advantage, ſo thar after a 
few ſhort exchanged, aad a ſtorme riſing, they were con- 
tented to preſſe no neerer. Therefore as ; rhey let fall their 
Anchors, we preſenrly ler drop Gur Grapuers in the 
oy of rhem.which che Spaniſh Souldiers ſeeing , con- 
1dering rhe diſadvantage of the winde, the likelyhood of 
the ftorme ro continue , and ſmall hope of doing any | 
good, hey were glad co retire rhem(ſelves to the Towne. 
But by reaſon of rhe foule and rempeſtuous weather, we 
rode there foure dayes, feeling great cold, by reaſon we 
had ſuch ſore raines with Wielterly winde, and ſo little 
| {uccour tt: our Pinnaces. 
Oct. 27. The fift day after,rhere came 1n 2 Frigate from the ſea, 
which ſceing us make towards her, ranne her ſelfe a 
ſhoare 
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ſhoare, unhanging her Rudder and taking away her 


Sayles, thar ſhe mighr nor eaſily be carried away. But 
when we were Come up to her, we perceived abour a hun- 
dred Horſe ard Foor, with thetr Furniture, came downe 


ro the point of che Maine, where we interchanged ſome 


ſhot with them. Ote of our great ſhor paſt fo neere 
a brave Cavalier of theirs, thar thercby they were occa- 
fioned to adviſe rhemſelves, and .to retreat into the 
Woods, where they might ſufhciently defend and ref- 
cue the Frigate from u+, and annoy us allo, if we ſtayed 
long about her. Therefore we concluded to goe ro Sea a- 
gine, putting forth through Boce chzca, with intent ro 


take downe,our Maſts, upon hope of faire weather, and to 


ride under the Rockes called Las Serenrs,, which are two 
leagves off ar Sea,as we had uſually done iforetime. fo that 


| they could not diſrerne us from che Rocks. But there rhe 


Sea was ſo mightily growne, thar we were forced to rake 
the Harbour againe : where we remained fix dayes, not- 


wirhſtanding the Spanrzards grieved greatly at Our aboad

there ſo long, pur an orher device in praQtiſe to tn- 


danger us. 

For they ſent forth a great Shallop, a fine Gundeloe, 
and a grear Catiow, with certaize Sparrards with ſhor, 
and many 1#4rans with povioned Arrowes, as ict ſee- 
med, with jnrent ro begin ſome fighr, and rhen to flye. 
For as ſoone as we rowed cowards them and entercharg- 
ed ſhor, they preſenrlv retyred and went a ſhoare inro 
the Woods, where an Ambuſh of ſome fixry ſhor 


were laid for us; beſt3es rwo. Pinnaces ard a Frigate 


warping towards ue, which were Mard as the reft. 
They atrempred us very boldly, being affifted bv rheſe 


orhers, which from our of the Wood had gorren a- 


board the Gundeloe and Canow, 3nd ſeeing ws herring. 


from chem (which we did in reſpe& of the Amvuſ-ado)

they incouraged themſeives ard allured their fellowes -of 
theday. Buc our Captalne weighing this their attempt, 
and being our ot danger of their thot trom the Land,com- 
manding his other Pinnace to be breughr a head of him, 
ard co lee tall chetr Grapuers each a; head rhe ochers, en- 
viroucd borh the Pinuaces with Botnerts, as for a cloſe 
tizbc,and then wheaved them aboord them. 

They kepr themſelves upon rhetr |Oares at Calliver 
thor diſtance,ſpending Powder apace, as we did ſome two 


or three houres. We had one of our Men onely wounded 


it that Fight;whar they had 1s urknowne to us,but we ſaw 
their Pinnaces ſhot rhorow 1n divers places, and the Pow- 
der of one of rhem tooke on fire; whereupon we walghed, 
znrending to beare roome, to over-runne them ; which 
they perceiving, and thinking that we would have boor- 
ded them, rowed away amaine to the defence vvhich they 
had in the VVood the rather, becauſe they vvere diſap- 
pointed of their helpe, that they expected from the Fri- 
are vvhich vvas vvarping towards us,but by reaſon of che 
much W inde thar blew, could tot come ro offend us, or 
ſuccour them. 
Thus ſeeing chat vve vvere ſtill moleſted, and no hope 
remaining of any Purchaſe to be had in this place any lon- 
ger,becauſe vve vvere now ſo notably made knovvn in thoſe 
parts, and becauſe our Victuals grevy ſcant,as ſoone as the 
Weather vvaxed ſomewhat berter (theVV inde continuing 
alwayes Weſterly, ſorhat vve could not returne to our 
Ships) our Caprain thought beſt ro goe to the Eaftvvard, 
rovvards Ko graznd, along the Coaſt, vvhere vve had beene 
before, and found grear ſtore of Vicuzls. | 
Bur vvhen after cwo dayes ſayling, vve vvere arrived at 
the Villages of ſtore, vvhere before vve had furniſhed our 
ſelves vvith aboundance of Hens, Sheepe, Calves, Hogges, 
&c. Now vve found bare nothing, nor ſo much as any 


people 
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people left, for, that rhey by the Spaniards command- 
ment were fled to the Monataites, and had driven away 
all cheir Cattle, thac we might not be releeved by them. 
Herewith betng very ſorry, becauſe mnch of our Vi&uall 
in our Pinnaces was ſpoyleJ, by the foule weather art Sea, 


and rallies in Harbour ; a F:izate being deſcried at Sea re- 


rived us, and pur us 11 ſome hope for the time, rhar in her 
we ſhould finde ſufficient ; and thereupon it may eaſily 
be gueſſed, how much we laboured co recover her ; but 
when we had boorded her, and underſtood, that ſhe had 


neicher Meat nor Money, but thar ſhe was bound for R70 


_ Grazad,to take in Proviſion upon Bils, our great hope con = 


verced itito griefe- E 
We endnred with our allowance ſeven or eight dayes 


more, proceeding ro the Eaſtwards, and bearing roome 


for Santa Martha, upon hope to firde ſome Shipping 


in the Read, or Limpers on the Rockes, or ſuccour a- 


z4inſt che Storme in chat good Harbour. Bing arrived, 
and ſceing no Shipping , we anchored under the We- 


ſer point, where ts high land, and, as we rhought, free - 
it ſafery from the Towne, which is in che bortome of 


the Bay, not intending to land there, becauſe we knew 
thar it was fortified, and chat they had intelligence of us. 
But the Sparzrards knowing us to be Men of W arre, and 


miſtiking that we ſhould ſhroud under rheir Rockes, 


withour their leave, had conveyed ſome thirty or forty 
ſhor among the Cliffes, which annoyed us fo ſpirefully, 


and fo unrevengedly ( for that hey lay hidden behinde 


the Rockes, bur we lay open to them ) that we were 
ſoone weary of our Hatbour, and enforced, for all rhe 
Storme wirhout, and want-within, co pur ro Sea ; which 
chough rheſe Enemies of ours were well corten” ed wirh- 


all, yet for a farewell, as we came open of rhe T- wnc;chey - 


{ent us a Culverin ſhor, which made a neere eſcape ; for 
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ar fell berween our Pinnaces, as we Were upon conſe- 
rence Of what was beſt to be done. The Company ad- 
viſed, that if 1c pleaſed him, chey might put themſelves 
a land ſome place to the Eaſt-ward to ger Victuals, and.

le ke a Pinnace. Bur our Captaine would in no wiſe like 
of rh.it advice, he chought 1r betrer to beare up towards 
Rio de Haca or Cori240, wuh,hope there ro have plenry 
wittour great refiſtuce , becatſe he knew, either ' the 
lands were not very populous, or elſe it were very like- 
ly char there would be found Ships of Viftuall in a rea- 
dinefle. | 

The Company of the other Pinnace anſwered, that 
they would willingly follow him thorow the World, 
but in this they could not ſce, how, either their Pinnace 
ſhould live 1n that Sea, without being eaten up in that 
ſtorme, or they themſelves able to endure ſo long time, 
wich ſo ſlender Proviſion as they bad, viz. onely one. 
Gammon of Bacon and thirty pound of Bisker for eigh- 
reene Men. Our Capraine replyed, that they were better 
provided then himſelte was, who had bur one Gammon 
of Bacon, and forcy pound of Bisker for his twenty 
foure Men; and therefore He doubred not but they 
would take ſuch part as He did, and willingly depend 
upon Gods Almighty Providence , which never failerh 
them that truſt in him. With that he hoyſed his fore-ſaile, 
anJ fer his courſe for Cor7240 ; which the reſt perceiving, 
with ſorrowfull hearts in reſpe@ of che weake Pinnace, 
yer deſirous to follow their Caprait,conſented to take the 
ſame courſe. 

We had nor f:iled paſtthree leagues, but we had eſpi- 
ed a fayleplyin? to the Weftward with her two courſes, 
t© Our preat JOy, who vowed together, that vve vvould

ſed God, After a great ſhower to ſend us 2 reaſonable 
calme, {o that vve mighr uſe our Peeces, and approach her 
at pleaſure, in ſuch ſort,thar in ſhort time vve had caken 
her, finding her laden vvich ViRtuall well powdred and 
dryed, vvhich at that preſent vve received, as ſent us- of 
Gods great met Cy. 


After all things vvere ſet inorder, and that the winde 


increaſed toward nighe, vve plyed off and on till day, at 
vvhat cime. our Capraine ſent in Edward Hixom, who had 


then charge of his Pinnace, ta ſearch out ſome Harbour Neve 17.

ren or twelve leagues to the Eaſt of Santa Martha, ywhere

haſte recovered their Ship, where vvict'in an houre after 
this young man of great hope, ended his dayes, greatly 
{Lamented-of all the Company. 

Thus having moared our Ships faſt, our Capraine 
reſolved to kecpe himſelte cloſe, withour being deſcried, 
untill he might hearce of the comming of rhe Spaniſh 
Fleet, and cherefore ſer no more ro Sea,but ſupplyed his 
\vants , both for his owne Company. and the Symerons, 
oat of ble aford/did Magazine, beſides dayly our of the 
woods, with wild Hogges, Pheſants and Guanas, con- 
tnuing 10 health ( God be praiſed ) all rhe meane cime, 
which was a Monerh ar leaſt , till ar length about the be- 
inning of J#nuary , halfe a ſcore of our Company fell 
dow ne (i cke alrogerther, andthe moſt of rhem died with- 
in two or three dayes : ſo long that we had thirty at a 


a time ſicke of the Calenture, which arcached our men,ei- 


ther by reaſon ot the ſudden change from cold ro heat, 
or by reaſon of brakiſh water which had beene taken in 
by one Pinnace through the ſloth of their men in the 
mouth of the River, not rowing further in where the wa- 
rcr was good. 

Among thereſt, Joſeph Drake another of his Brethren 
died ii Our Caprains Armes,of the ſame diſeaſe; of which 
thar the cauſe mighe be the: better diſcerned , and conſe. 


quently remedied,to the reliefe of others, by our Cap- 


raines appointment he was TIpt Open by rhe Surgeon, 
wWhRO found , his liver ſwoln, his heart as. ir were ſodden, 
and his guts all faire. This was the firſt and Iaft experi- 
ment that our Capraine, made of Anatomy in this 
V oYaEd 

he Surgeon thar cur him up, over lived him nor paſt

raſtiug it, Lill he ſaw Eg /and. 

The Symerons, who, as 1s beforeſaid, had beene enrer- 
tained by our Capraiue in S eptember laſt, and uſually 
repaired to our Ship, duritg all che rime of our abſence ; 


Dos and us, ro learne what they might for us ; where- 
of chey gave our Capraine advertiſemenr from time ro 
time, as now parcicularly, cerraine of them ler him un- 
derſtand, thar the Fleer was certainly arrived at Nombre 
de Dios, 

Therefore he ſenc the Ly07, to the ſcamoſt Hand of the 74% 32 
Cativaz, to deſcry che truth of the report : by reaſon ic 
muſt needs be,rhar if the Fleet were in Nombre de D 705,41 
the Frigares of che Countrey would repaire hicherwards 
wich Victuall. 

The Lyoz within few dayes deſcried that the was fo 
for, eſpying a Frigate which the preſently boorded and 
rooke, laden with fa:z, Hens, and Pompions from 
Tolou, who aflured us of the whole rruth, of che arrivall 
of the Fleet: in this Frigate were taken one YVoman and 
twelve Men, of whom one was the Scriv2no of Tolcw. 
Theſe we uſed very courteouſly , keeping them di- 
ligencly guarded from che deadly hatred of the Sy- 
merons, who ſought daily by all meanes they couldro 
Let them of our Captain>, thac they might. cur their 
throars, ro revenge their wrongs and 1njuries, which 


taine perſwaded them nor to touch them , or give 


them ill countenance, while they were in his charge ; a-:d

All chings thus ordered, our Capraine conferring with 
his Company and the Chieteſt of rhe Szmerors, whar 
Proviſions were to be preparea for chis great and long * 
6 journey ; what kinde of Weapons,whar ſtore of Vitctuals, 
| and what manner of Apparell ; was eſpecially adviſed, ro 
= - carry as great ſtore of Shooes as poſſibly he mighr, by 
| reaſon of ſo many Rivers, with ſtones and gravell as they 
were to paſſe ; which accordingly providing, prepared 
Febr.z. his Company for that jourtey, entring 1t upon Shrove= 
tueſday. Ar whar time there had dyed twenty eight of 
our Men,and a few whole Men were lefre aboord with Elle 
Hixom, to keepe the Ship and rend che Sicke, and guard 
the Priſoners. 
Ar his departure,our Captain gave this Maſter ſtraight 
charge,in auy caſe nor to truſt any Meſſenger, that ſhould 
come in his name with any Tokens, unlefle he brought his 
: | hand writing ; which he knew could nor be counterfeired 
by che Symerons or Spaniards. 
We were 1n all forty eight, of which eighreene onely 
were Ezeliſh, the reſt were Symeroxs, which beſides their 
Armes. bare every one of them a grear quantity of Vicu- 
all and Proviſton, ſupplying our want of Carriages in ſo 
long a March, fo that we were not rroubled with any ching” 
bur our Furniture. And becauſe they could uot carry e- 
noughto ſufhze us altogether, therefore, as they promiſed 
before 
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before, ſo by the way with their Arrowes, they provided 
- for us competent ſtore from rim - to rime. 
x They have every one of them two ſorts of Arrowes, 

rhe one to defend himfelfe and offend the Enemy , the 

ocher 10 kill his Vidtuals. Theſe for fight are ſomewhat 
like the Scottiſh Arrow, onely ſomcwhar longer, and 
headed with Iron, Wood or Fiſh-bones.

They all intreared our Captaine very earneſtly , ro 
make his abode with them ſome two or three dayes, pro- 
miſing that by rhat time they would double his ſtrengeh 8 
if he thought good.

Here was that goudly and great high Tree, in which 
they hadcur and made diverſe ſteps, ro aſcenid up neere 
unio thetop, where they had made a conventent Bower, 
vvbercin renne or twelve men mighe cafily fir - and from 
rhenge we might vvithour aty difhculry plainly ſee,th At- 
lantirke Ocean whepce now we came, & the South Atlar- 
tick ſo much defired : South -ad North of his Tree, they 
bad felled certaine Trees, that the proſpe&t might be 
rhe clearer : andneere abour the Tree there were diverſe 
ſtrong houſes , thar had beene builc long before, as well 
by orher Symerezs as by theſe, vvhich uſually paſſe that 
way, as being 1nhabired 1n diverſe places inthoſe vvaſte 
Countries. 

Afrer our Captaine had aſcended to this Bower, vvith 
the chiefe Symeror, and having as it pleaſed God, ar thar 
time, by reaſon of the brize, a very faire day, had ſeene 
that Sea of vvhich he had heard ſuch golden reports : he 
beſought Almighty God of his goodnefſe, to give him 
life and leave to Saileonce in an Ezgl:ſh Ship in that Sea: 
and rhen calling up al the reſt of our men,acquainred 70h 
Oxzam eſpecially with this his petition and purpoſe,if ic 
vvould pleaſe God to grant him rhat happineſle : who un- 
derſtanding it, preſencly proteſted, that unlefſe our Cap- 
raine did beat him from his Company, he would follow 
him by Gods grace. | 


Thus all rhroughly ſatisfied with the fight of che Seas, 
deſcended, and afrer our repaſt , continued our ordinary 
march, through Woods, yet two dayes more as before, 
without any g1cat variety. But when vve came tomarch in 
a Champion Country, vvhere grafſe grovverh, not onely 
in great length as the kuorgraſſe grovverh in many places,

but to ſuch heighr, chat the Inhabitants are faine to burne 


1c thrice in the year, chat it may be able to feed rheir Car- 
cle, of which they have thouſands. For ir is a kinde of 


Graſſc with a ſtalke, as big as a great wheaten reed, which 
hath a blade iſſuing from the rop of it, on which, though 


the Cattle feeJ,yec ir growerh every day higher, untill the 


rop be roo high for an Oxe to reach. Then the Inhabitants 
are WOut tO put fire to ir, for the ſpace of five or fix miles 
rogerher , which notwithſtanding afrer ir is chus burner, 
wichin three dayes ſpringerth up freſh like greene Corne. 
Such is the great fruitfu}neſſe of the ſoyle,by reaſon of che 


eveuneſle of the day and nighr, and the rich Dewes which - 


fall every morning. 


_ Tu theſe three laſt dayes march in che Champion, as we 
paſt over che Hils, we might ſee Panama five or fix times £14 


aday, and the laſt day we ſaw the Ships ridiag in che road. 
Bur after thar we were come within a dayes journey of 
Paxuama,our Captaine underſtanding by che Symerors, thar 


the Dames of P4nams are wont to fend forth Hunters and 
Fowlers, for takiug of ſundry dainty Fowle, which the 


Land yeeldeth, by whom if we Marched not very heed- 


fully, we might be deſcryed ; cauſed all his Company ro 


March out of all ordinary way,and thar wirh as great heed, 


ſilence and ſecrecy, as poſſibly they might, to the Grove, 


which was agreed on fonre dayes before ; lving within a 


league of Panama, where we might lye ſafely undiſcove- 


red near the High-way, that leaderh from thence to Nom- 
bre de D105, - 
Theuce we ſent a choſen Symeron, one that had 


ſerved a Maſter in Paamab before rime, in ſuch Appa- 


rell as the Negroes of Panama doe uſe ro Warre, to be 
our Eſpiall, to goe into the Towne, ro learne the cer- 


taine night, and time of the nighc, when the _—_

laced the Treaſure from the K:ngs Treaſure- houſe to 
Nombre de D 105. 

For chey arc wont to rake their journey from Panams 

to Terta C42, which is fix leagues,ever by night, becauſe 

the Countrey 15 all Champton, aud conſequently by dy 
\cry hor : bur from Fenta Cruz to Nombre de D 70s, 25 oft 
as they travell by Land, with their Treaſure, they travell 
alwayes by day and not by night, becauſe all thar way is 
full of Woods,and therefore very freſh and coole; unlefſe 

the Symerons happily encounter them, atd make them 
ſweat with fearezas ſometimes they have done ; whereup- 
on they are glad ro guard rheir Recoes with Souldiers, as 
they paſſe that way. 

T his laſt day our Captain did behold and view, the moſt 
of all that faire City, diſcerning the large Street which 
lyeth diretly from the Sea into the Land, South and 
Norch. By three of the clocke we came into this Grove, 
paſſing (for che more ſecrecy) alongſt a certaine River, 
which ar chat time was almoſt dryed up. 

Having diſpoſed of our ſelves in the Grove, we diſ- 
patched.our Spye an houre before night , fo that by the 
cloſtng1n of the evening, he might be 1n the City ; as he 
was : 'whence prefencly be rerurned unto us, rhat which 
very happily he underitood by Companions of his ; Thar 
the Teaſurer of Z:m4,intending to paſle into Spaine i in rhe 
firſt 2dv!ſo (which was a Ship of rhree hundred and fifry 
Tune, a very good Sayler) was ready that nighr, to rake 


- his journey towards Nombre de Dzos, with his Daughter 


and Family ; having fourteene Moyles in company, 'of 
which,cighr was laden with Gold,& one with Jewels. And 


farther, that chere were two ocher Recoes, of fifty Moyles 


in each, laden with Vicuals for rhe moſt parr,with ſome 


Jictle quantity of Salver, to come forch char nighe after the

Upon this notice,we forthwith Marched foure leagues, 
till weEcame within two leagues of Yerta Cruz , in which 
March, two of our Symerozs which were ſent before, by 
{cear of his Match, found and brought a Spaniard, whom 
they had found a {leepe by the way , by ſcent of the ſaid 
Macch ,and drawing neere thereby, heard him raking his 
breath as he ſlept ; and being bur one, they fell upon him, 


 ſtopr his mouth from crying, pur our his Match,and bound 


him ſo,that they well neare ſtrangled him by that time he 


was brought unto us. By examining him,we found all that 


to be true, which our Spye had reported ro us, and that he 
was a Souldier entertained wirh others by the Treaſurer, 
for rhe guard and condudt of this Treaſure, from Yerta 
Cruz to Nombre de D 105, 

Tins Souldter having learned who our Captaite was, 
roOKe COurage, and was bold to make two requeſts unto 
him; the one,thar he would command his Symerozs, which 
haredche Spazrards (eſpecially the Souldiers) excrezmly, 
29 ſpare his life,which he doubted nor but they wou!d doe 
at his charge : the ocher was, that ſeeing he was a Soul- 
dier, and aſſured him, that rhey ſhould have that nighr, 
more Gold,befides Jewels and Pearles of great price,then 
all chey could carry (if nor, then he was to be dealt with 
how they would) bur if they all found it ſo, then it mighe 
pleaſe our Captaiue ro give unto him,as much as it might 


ſnfhize for him and his Miſtrefſe ro live upon, as.Fe had 


heard our Captaine had done to dirers others : for which 
he would make his nzme ſo famous,as any of them, which 
had received like favour. |

Being ar the place appointed, our Captaine with halfe 
of hi> men, lay on one fide of the way, abour fitty paces 


off in the Jong grofle : lToha Oxnam wich rhe Captaine 


of rhe $32er97s, and the other halfe, lay on the other fide 
ofthe way, at the like diſtance : bur fo farre behind, 


chat as occaſion ſerved, the former Company might 


take the foremoſt Moyles by rhe heads, and the other 
the hindmoſt , becauſe the Moyles ryed together , are 
alwayes driven one afrer another ; and eſpecially thac if 
we ſhouid kave need to uſe our weapons thar night, we 
mizhr be ſure nor to endamage our fellows. We had 
not latne chus in ambuſh much above an houre, bur we 
heard rhe Recoes comming from the Ciry to Vezta Cruz, 
and from Venta Cruz ro the City, vvhich hath a very 
common and great trade, vvhen the Fleeres are there : 
vve heard rhem, by reaſon they delighe much to have 
deepe ſounding Bels , which in a ſtill nighe are heard ve- 
ry far off. on 

Now though there vvere as great charge piven as 
might be, thar none of our men ſhould ſhow or ftirre 
themſelves * bur ler all rhat came from Verta Cruz to 
paſſe quierly : yea rheir Recoes alſo, becauſe vve knew that 
they brought nothing but Merchandiſe from rhence © yer 
one of our men called Robert Pike, having drutken too 
much Aqua vite yvirhout vvarer, forgat himſelfe, and 
entiſing a Symeroz forth vvith him, vvas gone hard to the 
way, vvith intenr to have ſhewne his forwardneſſe on rhe 


foremoſt Moyles. And when a Cavalier from Ve-ta: 


Craz vwell monnred. with his Page runnning at his ſtir- 


_rop, paſt by unadviſedly he roſe up 10 ſee vvhat he vas; 


but the Semeror of better diſcretion puJd him dovvne, 
and {ay upon him, that he might nor diſcover them any 
more, Yet by this rhe Gentleman had raken notice by 
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Sir Francs DRake Revived. 59 
ſeeing ON all in whice : for that we had all pur our ſhires 


over © 1r Other apparrell, chat we might be {ure ro kiow 
our owne men 11 che pell mell 1n the night. By meanes of 
this ſight, the Cavalier putriug ſpurs to his horſe, r. de 


a falſe Gallop, as defirous not only himſelfe co be free 


of this doubr ; which he tm3gined, but alſo to give ad- 
vertiſement to others thar they mig :teavoid it. 

Our Captaine who had heard and obſerved ( by rea- 
ſon of the hirdnefle of the ground and ſtilneſſe of rhe 
aigh ) toe cliange of this Gentlemans tror ro a oal- 
lop, ſuſpe&ted rhar he was diſcovered , but .could 
not imagine by whoſe faulr, neither did the time give 
him leaſure ro ſearch. And therefore confidering that it 
might be, by reaſon or the danger of the place, wel! 
knowne ro ordinary Travellers : we lay ſtill in expeCta- 
tion of the Treaſurers comming, who was by this 
rime wirhin balfe a l-ague , and had come forwards ro 
us, bur rhar'rhis Horſeman meering him , and ( as we 


afcerwards learned by the other Recves ) maki:g report 


ro him , whar he had ſeene preſenrly that nighr , what” 
he heard of Capraine Drake chis long time, and what 
he conjectured ro be moft likely : US, thar the. ſaid 
Captaine Draxe, or ſome for him, diſ»ppointed of kis 


expeRarion, of getring any grear Treaſure, both at. 
. Nombre de dios and other places, was by ſome meancs 
or other come by land, in covert thorow the V oods un-. 


to this place ro ſpeed for his parpoſe : and thereupon 
perſwaded him co rurne his Reco our of the way, and let 


the other Recoes, wEich were cCCmming atrer to Pa fle 'On. 


They vvere whole Keroes, and loaden bur with Victuals 
for the moſt. part, fo thar rhe lofſe of them were farre 


lefſe if the worſt befel], and yer they ſhould ſerve :0 diſ- 
cover them as well as the beſt, 
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Cus by the rechleſneſſe of ane of our Company, and 
by the carefulneſſe of chis Traveller , we were diſap- 
poinced Ot a moſt rich booty}, which 1s ro be thought 
God woullnoc thould be taken, for that by a!l likelihood 
it was well gorren by thar Treaſurer. _ 

The other rwo Recoes were no/fooner come up tous, bur 
being ſtayed and ſeaſed on, 0:c!of rhe chiete Carriers, a 
very {enfible tellow, roll our Qaiptatne by whar meanes 
we were diſcovered, and counſelled us to ſhift for our 
{elves betimes, unleſſe we were able ro encounter the 
whole force of the City and Country which before day 
would be abour us. 

It pleaſed us bur lutle that we were defeated of our 
Golden Recoe, and thar in theſe we could not find paſt 
ſome rwo Horſe-load of Silver : but 1t grieved our Cap- 
taine much more, that he was diſcovered, and that by one 
of his owne men. But knowing 1c bootleſle to grieve at 
things paſt, and having learned by experience, char all 
ſafety in extremeties conſiſterh in taking: of rime: after 
no long conſultation with Pedro the chiefe of our Syme- 
rY8#5, who declared that there were bur two wayes for 
him - the one to travell back againe the ſame ſecret way 
they came, for foure leagues ſpace into the Woods : or 
elſe to march forward by che high way to Venta Cruz, 
being two leagues, and make a way with his Sword 
thorow the Enemies. He reſolved; conſidering the long 
and weary Marches char we had taken, and chiefly 
that laſt evening and day before : to rake now the ſhor- 
zeſt and readieft way ; as choofing rather to encounter 
his Enemtes while he had ſ{trength remainitg, then ro 
be Encouttered or chaſed when we thould be worte 


_ our vvath vvearineſle ;principally, now having the Moyles 


© eaſe them that vwould,ſome part of the vvay. 
Therefore 
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Therefore communding all ro refreſh themſelves 


moderately with fuch ſtore of Victuall, as we had 


there in aboundance, he ſignified his refaliueibn and 
reaſon to them all : asking Pedyo by name, whether he 


would give Þis_ hand nor to forſake him ( becauſe he 
knew that the reſt of the Symerons would allo then Rand 
faſt and firme , 16 faichfull are they to their. Caprtaine.) 
He being very glad of his reſolution, gave our Captaine 
his ws oh nd vowed that he would rather dye at his 
foor , then leave him to the Enemies , if he held this 
courſe. | 

So havinz ſtrenzthued our ſelves for the time ). we 
rooke our journey towards Venta Cruz, with helpe 
of che Moyles, till we came within a mile of the Towne, 
where we turned away the Reroes , chargiag the Conus 
duers of them , nor to follow us upon pain of their 


lives. 

There the way is cur thotow 7M Woods, abou:r 
renne or twelve foot broad, ſo as rwo R2r02s may paſſe 
one by another. The fruicfalin of the ſoyle cauſerh 


chat with ofcen ſhredding and ridding the way oſs 


Woods grow as thicke as our thickeſt hed zes in England 
that are ofrneſt cut. 

To the midft of chis Wood 2 Company « > Soullier 
which coninually lay 12 thac To; wank, to defend it a- 
g4inſt rhe Simero#5 were come forth, to {top us it rhey! 
might on the way, ifnotrto rerrair to their trenerh, anl 
there \C@ expect us. A Convent of Fry-r« : of wb Cm one 
_ was becomea Leader, joyned with rhele Soulziers , t9 


take ſuch part as they dis. 


Our Captaine underſtancing by cur two Semerors , 
which wit! grear hee*fy! ne; ang tlence, marched 


now , bur above halte a Arghr-(1 (hor before U3, CAaT it vis 
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rime for us to arme and take us to our weapons, for they 
knew the Enemy was at hand, by ſmclling of their march 


— and hearing of a noiſe: had givenus charge thar no one 


of us ſhould make any ſhor, unrill the Sparrards had firſt 
{ſpent their volley, which he thoug}-c they would cot doe 
before they had ſpoken, as indeed til our : For as ſoone 
15 we were within bearing, a Span: Capraine cried a- 
iout, Hoo, our Captaine anſwered him likewiſe, and 
being demanded, i© ue gente > replied Engliſhmen, Bur 
whenche {111 Commander charged him in the name of 
the King of Spazre his Maſter, that we ſhould yeeld our 


elves, promiſing 1n the word and faith of a Gentleman 
| Souldier, thar 1t he would fo do, he would ufe us with all 
courtcfie; our Captaine drawing ſomewhat neere him, 


ſaid ; Thar for rhe honour of rhe Queene of Enelard his 
Miſtreſſe, he muſt have paſſage that way : and chere- 
withall diſcharged h1s Piſtol rowzrds him. 


Y1pon this, they preſently ſhor off their whole volly, 


which , though ir lighrly wounded our Captaine and 
diverſe of our men, yer it cauſed death ro one onely of our 
Company called Johz Harris , who was ſo pewdered 


wich Haile-ſhot (which they all uſed for rhe nioſt part as | 


ir ſeemed, or elſe quartered, for that our men were hurc 
with chat kinde ) that we could rot recover his life, 
chough he continued all that day afterwards with us. 
P:eſently as our Capraine perceived rheir ſhor to! come 
{]:cking,as the latter drops of a great ſhewer of raine ; 
with his Whiſtle he gave us Þ1s uſuall fignall, to anſwer 
them with our ſhot and arrowes, and ſo march onwards 
upoh rhe Enemy, with intent ro come to hancy-ſtrokes, 


andro have jovned with them - whom when he ſcund 


retired as to a place of ſome better ſtrength, he encrea- 
ied his pace to prevent them 1f he might. Which the 
| SyYmerons 
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Symerons percciving (although by terror of the ſhot con- 
rtiquing) they were for the r1me ſtept a ſide, yet as ſoone 


as chey diſcerned | by hearing thar we marched onward, 


they all ruſht torwards one after another, traverſing. the 
wavy, with their Arrowes ready in their Bowes, and their 


manner of Couutrey Dance or Leape, very luſtily, ſivg- 


ing 7 pebs, Yo pehs, and ſo got before us, where they con- 
tinued their. Leape and Song, after the manner of their 
owne Counrrey VWarres,till they and we over-tooke ſome 


of the Euemy, who neere rhe 'Townes-end had conveyed, , 


themſelves within the Woods,to have rake their ſtand ar 
us, as before. 

Bur our Symerons now thronghly encouraged, when 
they ſaw our reſolution, brake in thorow the thickſt, 
ON Loch ſides of them, forc'ng them ro flye, Fryers and 
all, although divers of our Men were wounded, and one 
Symeron eſpecially was runne thorow with one of their 
Pikes, whoſe courage and minde ſerved him fo well nor- 
wirhſtanding ,. that he rever:ged his owne death ere he 
dyed , by Willing him that had given him that deadly 
wound. 

We wirh all ſpeed, following this Chaſe, etitred the 
Towne of Yerta Cruz, being of 25our forty or fifty Hou- 
ſes, which had borh a Governout and other Officers, and 
ſome faire Houſes, wirh many Sroie-houſes large and 
ſtrong for the Wares which were broughr thicher from 
Nembed de D105, by rhe River of Chapro, fo ro be tranſpor- 


red by Movles to Panama, beſides the Monaſtery, where” 
we found above 1 dun} Bulz and Pardons tiewly ſent 


thither from XKome. | 
In thoſe Houſes we found hows lenrlewond 27, WhtCH 


Had lately beeue delivered| of Children there, chcugh 
their dis elling were in Nombre ae Dios, bec auſe 
.” 
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ir hath beene obſerved a loug time, as they-reported to 
us,that no Spar ds or VV hire VVoman could ever be de-= © 
livered in Nombre de Dos with ſafety of their Children, |! 
bur that wichin two or three dayes they dyed ; notwich- 
{tanding that betng borre and brought up in this Feta 
| Cru or Panama five Or f1x yeares, and then brought to 
Nombre de D108, if they eſcaped ſickneſle the firſt or fe- 
coud Moteth, they commonly lived in it as healthily as in 
any other place ; alchough no Stranger (as they ſay) can 
endure there any long time,withour great danger of death 
or extreame ſickneſle. : - 
Though ar our firſt comming info rhe Towne with F 
| Armes ſo ſuddenly , theſe Gentlewomen were in great | 
feare; vet becauſe our Captainc had given ſtraight charge 
co all the SymerozS(that while they were in his Company, | 
L they ſhould never hurt a Woman, nor Man rhat had not | 
A. weapon in his hand to doe them hurc,which they carneſt- | 
'H ly promiſed, and no lefſe faithfully performed) they had |. 
| no wrong offered them, nor aly thing taken {rom rhem, | 
to the worth of a garter; wherc in, albeit they had in- |} - 
deede ſufficient ſafety and ſecurity , by thoſe of his 
Company, which our Capraine ſenr unto them, of 
| purpoſe co comfort them ; yet they tiever ceaſed moſt | 
L-; _ earneſtly intreatine, that our Capraine would vouchſafe 
to come ro them himſelfe for their more ſafety : which | 
when he did, in their preſence reporting the charge he |+_ 
had firſt given, and the aſſurance of his Men, they were 2Þ 
comforted. | | 
While the Guards which we had (not withour great 
neede) ſer, as well on the Bridge which we wereto paſſe 
over, as at the Townes end where we encred” (they 
have no orher ebtrahce into the Towne by Land, but 
from che VV aters {ide there is one other, to carry up and 
downe 
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downe their Merchandiſe from their ah gained us 
liberty and quiet to ſtay in this Towne fome houre and 
halfe ; we. had nor onely refreſhed our ſelves, but our 
Company and Symerozs had gocten ſome good: Pillage, 


which our Captaine allowed and gave them (being not 


| the thing he looked for) fo rthar it were r.ot roo cumber- 
ſome or' heavy in reſpe& of our travell, or deterce of our 


Horſemen came from: Panama, by all likelihood, ſuppo- 


ſelges. A little before we departed, ſome ren or twelue 


ſing thar we were gone out of this Town,for thar all was 


ſo {ill and quter, came to enter the Towne confidently ; 
bur finding their enrertainment ſuch as it was, they char 


could, rode faſter back againe for fear, then rhey had rid- 


den forwards for hope. 

Thus we having ended our buſineſſe in this Towne, 
and che day beginning to ſpring, we Marched over the 
Bridge, obſerving the ſame order that we did before. 
There we were all (ate in our opinion, as if we had been 
environed with Wall and Trench ; for that no Spaniard 
wirhout his extreame danger could follow us. 'The ra- 


cher now, for that our SYMerons were growne very Vas [ 


ltant. But our Captaine conſidering that he had a long 
way to paſſe,and that he h1d bin now well neer fortaighc 
from his Ship, where he had lefe his Company bur 
weake by reaſon of their ſfickneſſe, haſtned his Journies 
as much as he might, refuſing ro viſic the other Symeron 
Townes (which they earneſtly deſired him) and encou- 
raging his owne Company with ſuch example ard 
ſpeech, that the way ſeemed much ſhorrer. For He 
M arched moſt cheerfully, and aſſured us,thart he doubr- 


ed not bur ere he left char Coaſt, we ſhould all be boun- 


ritully paid and recompenſed for all thoſe paines raken. 
But by reaſon of this-our Capraines haſte, aud lcavin 
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of their Townes, we marched many dayes with hun- 
ory { mackes much agalutt che will of our Symerons ; 

VWl:o 4 we would have ſtayed any day' from this con- 
ran ll - UrNEY gs would have killed for us Vicuall 
ſuth. 1607. 

In our abſence, rhe reſt of x the SymeronsS had builc 
2 lirtle Lowne vichin chree Jcagues off the Port where 
our Sh1p lay. Thcre our Capratne was Contenged, 
vpon their grew and earneſt treaties, ro make ſome 
ſtay ; for thar they allcadged, it was ohely built for his 
a And indeed he conſented che rather , thac the 

1r of Shooes mighc be ſupplyed by meanes of the \ = 
nerons, WHO were a great helpe utto us: all our Men 
complaining of rhe renderneffe of rheir feer, whom our 
Capraine would himſclfe in cheir *"complaint accompany 
fOmertiues wichour cauſe, bur ſomerimes wich cauſe 
indeed, which made the reſt rO veare the burchen rhe 
more eafily. 

Theſe Symerors, during all the rime that we were with 
chem, d1d us continually \ very good ſervice, and in parti- 
cular in this Journey, being unto ns inſtead of Inte[ligen- 
cers, IO advertiſe us ; of Guides in our way,to direct us ; 
of Purveyors, to provide Victuals for us ; of Houſe- 
wrighrs to build our Lodgings ; and had indeed able and 
ſtrong Bodies,carying all cur neceſſarie: <:V*4,many times 
when ſome of our Company fainred wich ficknefle or 
wearineſſe, two Symerors would carry him with eaſe be- 
Ween them rwo miles rogether; and at other times, when 
need was, they would ſhew rhemſclves no leffe valiant 
then induſtrious. and of good juigment. 

From this Towne, at our firſt entrance in rhe even 
3n Saturday, 'our Captaine diſpatched a Symeron with 
2 token and certaine orden 1 tO the Maſter;, who had 
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this three weekes, kept good warc: iT4liflt the Enemy, 
24d (hifced 1n the woods for treth Y 1ctl2] if Ir te F170 
-nd recovery of our men lefr aboard. Afſyoue os i115 
m-:fſenger vvas come to the ſhoare, calling ro our S' 1p, 
4s brin2ing ſome newes, he vvas quickly fer aboord , by 
hoſe vwitich longed ro heare of o 1r Captaines ſpecdiiig : 
buc waen he ſhewed the Tooth-pike of Gold, whici; be 
{:id our Caprain had ſenc for a roken ro Edward Hixim, 
vvich cliarge co mcet him ar ſuch a River : thouzh rhe 
Maſter knew vvell the Captaines Toorh-pike : yet by 
reaſon of his admouition and caveat given him. at par- 
ting, he (though he bewrayed no ftgne of diſt:uſting 
the Symeron ) yer ſtood as amazed , leaſt ſomething had 
befallen our Captaine otherwiſe then vvell. The Symeros: 
perceiving this , rold him, that it vvas nighe vvhen he 
vvas ſenr avvay, fo that our Captaine cold nor ſend any 
letter, bur yet vvith the pour of his Kaife, he vvrote 
ſomething . upon the Toorh-pike , which ( he 
ſaid ) ſhould be ſufficient to gaine credic to the Meſ- 
ſenger. | = 
Thereupot the Maſter lookt upon it, and ſav 
vvricten, By me Frances Drake, yyherefore he belecved, 
and according to the meffage, prepared vwhar provi- 
fion he could , and repaired ro the mouth of rhe River 
of Tortugos , as the Symerozs that vyent vvich him then 
named 1t. | 
"Thar afrernoone towards three a Clocke , vve vvere 
come downe to tfrat River, not paſt !::1f:- an houre, be- 
fore vve ſavy ourPinnace ready com. to recelve us; vvhich 
vvas unto us all a double rcjoycing : firſt, rhat vve ſavy 
them, and next ſo ſoone + our Cptaine vvith all our 
Company praiſed God moſt hearrily, for chat ve faw 

our Pinnace and fellowes againe.

\We all ſeemed ro theſe who had lived at reſt and 
pleury all chis while aboard, as men ſtrangely changed 
( our Captaine yet not much changed) tn countenance 
and plighr - and indeed our long taſting and ſore travell 
might ſomewhat ſore pine and waſte us : but the greefe 
we drew 1awardly, for chat we returned without that 
Gold and Treaſure we hoped for, did no doubt ſhew her 
print and foot ſteps in our faces. 


The reſt of our Men which were then miſſed, could 


not travell ſo well as our Capcaine, and therefore were 
. left at the 174:an new Towne : andthe nexr day we tow- 


ed to another River inthe bottome of the Bay and rooke 
them all aboard. | 

Thus being returned from Pazama, to the grear re- 
joycing of our Company , who were throughly revived 
wich the report we brought from thence : eſpecially un- 
derſtanding our Captaines purpoſe, that he meant not 
co leave off 'thus, bur vvould once againe artempt the 
ſame journey, vvhereof rhey alſo might be partakers : 
our Captaine vvould not in the meane rime ſuffer this 
edge and forwardneſſe of his men to be dulled or reba- 
red , by lying fill idely unimployed , as knowing right 


well by continuall experiences, that no ſickneſſe vvas 


more noyſome 10 impeach avy enterpriſe hen defay aud 
idleneſſe. 
Therefore confidering deepely the intelligences of 
other places ot importance thereabours ,, vvhich he 
had gotten che former years - and particularly of Ye- 


rapua, 2 rich Towne lying roche Weſtward, berweene 


Nombre de Dos and Nicaragua, where is the richeſt 


-Mfine of fine Gold, that is 6n this North fide : he con- 


{ulred wirh his Company touching their opinions, whar 
was ro bedone 19 this meane time, and how they ſtood 
affected 
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affeted 2 Jome chought that ir was moſt neceſſary to 
ſeeke ſupply of Vidctuals, that we might the beter be a- 
blero keepe our men cloſe and in health cill our time 
came: and this was eafte to be compaſſed, becauſe rhe Fri- 

2ces with V :&tuall went withour great defence, whereas 
rhe Frigares aid Barkes wich Treaſure, for the moſt part 
were wafred with grear Ships and ſtore of Souldiers. O-. 


rhers yer judged , we mighc better beſtow our time 


in intercepting the Frigares of Treaſure : firſt, for 
thar our Migazines aud Stor-houſes of Vicuall were 


_ reaſonably furniſh2d, and the Countrey it ſelfe was ſo 


lentifull, that every min mighr provide for himſelfe 
if the worſt befell : and Vidtuall might hereafter be pro- 
vided aboundanrly as well as now : whereas the Trea- 
ſure never floteth upon the Sea, ſo ordinarily as at this 
time of che Fleetes being there, which rime in no wiſe 
may be neglected. - | 

The Symerons being demanded allo their opinion, 
for chat rhey were experienced 12 the particular ities of 
all che Townes thereabouts, as in which, ſome oro- 
cher of chem had ſerved : declared that by YVerapua Sin- 
ior Pezoro ſometimes their Miſter from whom they 
fled, dwelt nor in the Towae for feare of ſome ſurpriſe, 
bur yer nor farre off from the Towne, for his better re- 
leefe : ina very ſtroug Houle of ſtone, where he had 
dwelt- nineteene yeeres at leaſt, never traveiling from 


' home, unleſle happily otce a vear ro Carthagere or 


Nombre de Dos when the Fleetes were there: he 
keepeth a hundred Slaves ar leaſt in the Mines, cac! 
Slave being bound co bring 1a dayly cleare gaine ( all 
charges deducted ) three Pezocs of Gold for kimſelfe. 


and rwo for his women ( eight ſhilligs three pence 
the Pezo ) amounting in rhe whole, to above tivo hun- 
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died pond ſterling each day + fo thar he hath Hea-

Murchers ; ſo that he thought thoſe Frenchmen the hap- 
pieſt char were fartheſt from France, now no longer [.

| maſtered the French ſimplicity. He ſhewed what famous | 
.__ andoftenreports he had heard of our great riches. He de- 
ſired ro know of our Captain vvhich vvay he might com- 
paſſe his Voyage alſo. Though we had tim in ſome jea- 
| Joufie and diſtruſt, for a'l his pretence, becaufe we con- 
ſidered more the ſtrength he had, rhen the good wiil he | 
might beare us; yer upon conſulrarion among our ſclues, | 
whether it were fir ro receive himor no; we reſolved to 4 
rake him and rwenty of his Men, to ſerve vvich our Cap- Y 
Laine for halfes : in ſuch ſort as vve needed nor doubr |

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of their Forces, being but twency, nor be hurt by their 


Portions, being no greater then ours ; and yer gratifie | 


them in their earneſt ſuir, and ſerve our owne purpoſe, 
which without more helpe we could very hardly have at- 
chieved. Indeed he had ſeventy Men, and we now bur 
thirty oe : his Ship was above eighty run, and our Fri- 
gatenot paſt rwenty, our Pinnace nothing neer' ren tun ; 
yet our Capraine rhoughr this proportionable, in conſi- 
derarion rhar not number of Men, bur quality of their 

judgements and knowledge, were co be the priticipall 
 aRors herein ; and che Frencb Ship could doe no ſervice, 
nor ſtand in any ſteed to this enterpriſe which we inten - 
ded, and had agreed upoa long before, both touching rhe 
time when it ſhould take beginning, and the place where 
we ſhould meer, namely ar &70 Franciſco, Having thus 
agreed with Captaine Tets, we ſent for the Symeriars, 
as before was decreed ; ewo of them were brought aboard 


our Ships, to give the French aſſurance of this agree-

As ſoone xs we could furniſh our ſelues and refreſh 
the French Company, which was within five or fix dayes 
(by bringing chem co the Magazine which was the niee- 
reſt, where they were fupplyed by us in ſuch ſorr, as they 
proteſted they were beholditg to us for all their lives) 
eaking rwenty of the French, and fifteene of ours with our 
_ Symerons, leaving both our Ships in ſafe Roade,we Mand 
our Frigate and two Pinvaces (we had formerly ſunke 
our Ly9n,ſhorcly after our rerurne from Parama,becaufe 
we hadnot Men ſufficient to Man her) and went towards 
 Rro Francifco,which becauſe it had not'warer enough for 
eur Frigate, cauſed us to leave her at the Cabezas, Mand 
with Engliſh and French, inthe charge of Robert Doble, 
ro ſtay there, without atrempring aby Chaſe, unti:l the 
BD 0  rerurne 
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returne of our Pintiaces. And then beare ro Rz0 Franceſ- 
co,where our Captaines landed with fuch Force as afore- 
ſaid; and charged them that had che charge of che .Pin- 
12CG, £0 be there the fourth day nexr tollowing without 
any l{aile. | 
Aud thus knowing thar che Cartages went now daily 


from Panama to Nombre de D105, we proceeded 1h Covere 


through the VVoods, rowards the High-way that leaderh 
berwcene chem. Ir is five leagues accounted by Sea, be- 
tweene K70 Franciſco and Nombre de D 105 ; but that way 
which we marched by land, we found it above ſeaven 
!eazgue. VVe marched, as 1n our former journey ro Pa- 
ama, both for order and {1!ence, to the great wonder of 


the French Captaine and Company, who proteſted they 


knew not by any meaues how to recover the Pinnaces, if 
che Symerors (ro whom whar our Capraine commanded 
was 2 law, though they little regarded the Frezch, as hay- 
ing no truſt in chem) ſhould leave us : our Captain aſſu- 
red him, there was no cauſe of doubt of them, of whom 
he kad had ſuch former cryall. When we were come 
vvichin an Engliſh mile of the Way, vve ſtayed all night, 
refreſhing our ſelves 1n grear ſtilnefle in a moſt con- 
venient place, vvhere vve heard the Carpenters,being ma- 
ny in tumber, vvorking upon their Ships, as they uſually 
doe by reaſon of the grear heat of rhe day in Nombre de 
D z0s, and might heare rhe Moyles comming from P ana- 
ma, by reaſon of the advantage of rhe ground. The next 
morning, upon hearing of that great number of Bels, the 
Symerons rejoyced exceedingly,as though there could not 
have befallen rhem a more joyful accident,chiefly having 
been diſappointed before. Now they all aſſured us, we 
ſhould have more Gold and Silver rhen all of us could 
beare away, as 10 truth it fell our. For there Tame three 

| Recoes 
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Recoes, one of fifty Moyles,the other two of ſeventy cach, 
every of vvhica caryed three hundred pound vvaight of 
S11ver, vvhich 11 all amounred to neer thirty Tun. We 
purring our ſelus 1a readinefſe,vvent dow n' cr the V ay 
9 hear the Bels, vvhere vve ſtayed not long, but vve ſaw 
of vvhar Metrall they vvere made,and rooke ſuch hold on 
the heads of the foremoſt and hindmoſt Moyles, that all 
rhe reſt ſtayed and lay down, as their manner is. 
Theſe three Recoes were guarded with forty five Soul- 
diers, or rheteaboutrs ; fifreene to each Reco,which cauſed 
ſome exchange of Bullecs and Atrowes for a time ; in 
which conflict che French Captaine was ſore wounded 
with Hayle-ſhor 1n the Belly,and one Symeror {]3in. Burt 
i1 the end theſe Souldiers thought it che beſt way to leave 


/ their Moyles wirh us, and ro ſeeke for more helpe a- 


broad; in which meane time we rooke ſome paine to 
eaſe ſome of the Moyles, which were heavieſt loaden, 
of their carriages. And being weary, we were Content 
with a few bars and quoits of Gold,as we could well car- 


ry: burying about fifteene tun of Silver, partly in the 


Boroughs which the grear Land-crabs 'had made in the 
earth, and parrly under old trees which are fallen chere- 
abour, and parrly in the Sand and Gravell of a River,nor 
very deepe of water. 
Thus when abouc this bufinefle we had ſpent ſome two 
houres, ard had diſpoſed of all our matrers, and were 
ready to March backe, the very ſelfe ſame way that we 
came, we heard both Horſe and Foot comming, as it 
ſcemed to the Moyles, for chey never followed us, afcer 
we were once entred the Woods; where the Frezch Cap- 
raine,by reaſon of his wound, nor able ro cravell farcher, 
ſtayed, in hope thar ſome reſt would recover him better 
trength. Bur afcer we had marched ſome two leagues, 
La UPON 
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upon the French Suuldiers complaint , that rhey miffed 
onc of their Men allo, examination being made wherher 
he were {[ai1e or no. it was found that he had drunke 


much Wine, an. over-lading himſelfe with Pillage, and 


batting ro goe bcfore us,had loſt himſelfe in the VWVoods. 


And as we aftetwards knew,he was taken by the Spaniards 


char evening, and upon torrure, diſcovered unto them 
where we had hidden our Treaſure. | 


We coninued onr March all that and the next day to- 


wards Kto Frarciſto, in hope to meer our Pinnaces ; bur 


whe:: we came thirher, looking ont to Sea, we ſaw ſe- 
ven Sp4ntſh Pinnaces, which had beene ſearching all che 


Coaſts thereabout. VWhereupon we mightily ſuſpeQed 
char rhey had raken or ſpoyled our Pinnaces, for chat our 


C ipraine had given fo ftratghr charge, that chey ſhould 
repaire to this place rhis after-noone from the Cabezas 
where they rode, whence ro our ſight, theſe Spanrards 
Pinnaces did come. T1 3H e - 
But rhe night before, rhere had fallen very mnch raine, 
with much Weſterly VV inde, vvhich as ir enforced the 
Spazrards to returne home the fooner; by reaſon of the 
Srorme ; ſo it kept our Pinnaces, rhat they could not 
keepe rhe appointment, becauſe the YVinde was contra- 
ry, and blew ſo ſtrong, that with their Oares they could 
all rhar day ger bur halfe rhe way. Notwithſtanding, if 
rhey had followed our Capraines direQion in ſerting 
forth over night, while the wind ferved, they had arri- 
ved ar the place appointed with farre leffe labour, but 
with farre more danger, becauſe that very day ar noone, 
che Sparnzſh Shallops mand our of /purpoſe from Nom- 
bre de D105, were come ro this placeto take our Pinna- 


ces > imagining. where we were, afcer they had heard 


of our intercepring of the Treaſure. Our Capraine ſee-

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' ing the Shallops, fearcd leaſt having taken our Pinna- b 4 
 Cces,they had compelled our men by rorture, to confcife _ nt 
where his Frigace and Ships were. Therefore in this 'K 
| diſtreſle and perplexity, the Company miſdoubting tha 
| all meanes of returae to their Country were cut off, and 


char their Treaſure then ſerved chem to ſmall purpoſe: 
our Captaine comforted and incouraged us all, ſaying e 
We (hovld venter no farther then he did, it was no time 
now to feare, but rather ro haſte to prevent: that which 
was feared : it the Enemy have prevailed againſt our 
|. Pinnaces, which God forbid, yet they muſt have time to. 
' (ſearch them, time to examine the Mariners ; time to 
execute their reſolution after ic is determined; before all 
cheſe times be taket:, we may get to our Ships if ye will, 
chough nor poſhbly by land, becauſe of the Hils, Thic- 
kets 8nd Rivers, yer by water. Lec us cherefore make 
2 Rafr with the crees that are here in readinefſe,as offring | 
themſelves being broughr downe the River, happily chis 
{aſt ftorme, and put our ſelves to Sea, I will be one, who 
will be the other > John Smith offered himſelfe, and 
two Frenchmen that could ſwim very well, deſired they 
might accompany our Captaiue, as did the Symeron 
| likewiſe (who had been very earneſt with our Capraine 
ro have marched by land chough it were ſixteene dayes 
\ Journey, and it caſe the Ships had been furprized, to 
have aboord alwayes with them) eſpecially Pedro, who 
yer was faine to be left behind,becauſe he could nor row. 
| TheRaft was firted and faſt bound ;, a Sayle of 2 Bisker 
Sacke prepared; an Ore was ſhaped out of a youtg 
Tree to ſerve tt{tead of a Rudder, ro dire& rheir courſe 
| before the wind. At his departure he comforred the 
\ Company, by promifing, that if it pleaſed God, he 
ſhould pur his foot in ſafery aboord his Frigace,he tp 
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Gol willing, by one meanes or other ger them all a- 
board, 1n deſpite of all the Spanrards in the /rdzes. In 
this manner putting off to rhe Sea, he ſayled ſome 
three leagues fitting up to the waſte concinually in wa- 
ter, and ar every furge of che wave to the armepits, for 
the ſpace of fix houres, upon this Raft, what with the 
parching of rhe Synne, and whar with the beating of the 
Salcwarer , they had all of them their skins much frer- 
red away. Ar length God gave them. the fighr of two 

Pinnaces turning towards them with much "wind, bur 
with farre greater joy to him, rthac could ezxſily conje- 
Qture,and did cheerfully declare to'thoſe three with him, 
that they were our Pinuaces,and char all was ſafe, fo thac 
there was no cauſe of feare. Bur ſee, the Pinnaces nor 
ſceing thisRafr,nor ſuſpecting any ſuch macter,by reaſon 


of the wind and night growing on, were forced to run. 


inco a cover behind the poinr, ro rake ſuccour for thar 


night : which our Captaine ſeeing, and gathering, be- 
cauſe they came not forrh. againe, rhar rhey world An- 


chor there, pur his Rafr a ſhoare, and ran by land a- 


bour the poiur, where he found chem, who upon ſighe 


of him, made as much haſte as they could co take him 
and his C ompany aboord. For-our Captain of purpoſe 


ro try what haſte they could and would make in extre- 
mity, himſelfe ran in great haſte, and ſo willed the other 
threewith him, as if they had been chaſed by the Ene- 
my : which they the rather ſuſpected, becauſe f- ey ſavy 
ſo few with him. And after his comming aboord, when, 
chey demanding, how all his Company did ? he anſwered 
coldly,well : they all doubred;thar all wenr ſcarce well. 

But hewilling ro rid all doubts, and fill them with joy, 


rooke out of his boſome a Quoit of Gold, rhanking God 


that our Voyage vvas made.And ro the Frenchmen he de- 
cla- 
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clared, how rheir Captaine.indeed was left behind, ſore 
wounded and two of jhis Company with him : bur it 
ſhould be no hinderance to chem. _ 19 

Thac nighr our Captain with great paine of his Com- 
pany, rowed to Ro Franciſco: where he tooke the reſt 
in, and the Treaſure which we had brought with us : 
making ſuch expedicion, that by dawning of the day, 
we fer Tayle backe againe, ro our Frigate, and from 
thence diredtly ro our Ships +: where afloone as we 
arrived, our Captaine devided by weight, the Gold 
and S11ver 1nto two even portions, betweene the Frexch , 
and the Exglifh. T1 

About a fortnight after, vvhen vve had ſet all things 
i order, and raking our of our Ship all ſuch neceſfaries 
as weneeded for our Frigare, had lefc and given her ro 
the Spaniards, whom we had all this time detained, we 
pur out of chat Harbour,together with the French Ship, 
riding ſome few dayes among the Cazezas. Inthe meane 
time our Captaine made a fecrer compofition with the 
Symerons, that twelve of our men and ſixteene of theirs, 
' ſhould make anocher Voyage,to get intelligence in what 
caſe the countrey ſtood,and if it might be,recover Monſi- 
eur Tetu the Frezch Captainegt leaſtwiſe to bring away 
that which was hidden in this former ſurpriſe and could 
nor chen be convenieurly carried. hz Oxaam aud Tho- 
mas Sherwell were put in truſt tor cur ſervice, to the 
great conrent of rhe vvhole Compiaty, vvho conceived 
oreareſt hope of them next our Capraine, whom by no 


meanes they would condiſcend ro ſuffer ro adventure a- 


oaine this time, yet he himſelfe rowed ro fet them a 


ſhoare at Rro Fraxciſco, finding his labour well imploy- 


ed both orherwile, and alſo in ſaving one of thoſe rwo 
Freachmes that had remained vvillingly ro accompany 
M cheater 
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their viounded Capraine. For this Gentleman having | 
eſcaped the rage of the Sparzards, was now com ming to= £ þ+ 
wards our Pinuace,vvhere he fell downe on his knees, ble(- 
ting God for the time thar ever our Capraine vvas borne, 
who now beyond all his hope,vvas become his deliverer. 
He being demanded vvhar vvas become of his Cap- 
r1ine and Other fellow, ſhewed thar vvithin balfean hour 
afcer our departure, the Sparzards h:d over gorten them, |} 
2nd tooke his Captaine aud orher fellow : he onely ef- * 
caped by tflighr, having cait away all his Carriage, and | 
among che reſt one Box of Jewels, that he mighr flye 
: the (wifter from the Purtuers : but 15 fellovv rooke it [+ 
B up and burthened himſelte fo fore, that he could make 
no ſpeed, as eaſily-he might otherwiſe, if he vvould have 
caſt downe his Pillage, and laid aſide his covetous mind; 
as for the Silver, which we had hidden thereabont in 
che Earth and the Sanas, he rhought thar it vvas all gone, 
for that he rchought there had been neere rwo thouſand 
Spantards and Negroes there, to dig and ſearch for ir. 
T his report norwirſtanding, .our pur poſe held, -and our 
Men were ſent to the ſaid place, where they found thar 
| the Earth, every way a mile diſtant had beene digged 
EB - and rurned up in every place of any likelihood, to have 
any thing hidden in ir. And yer nevertneleſſe, for all 
that narrow ſearch, all our M=ns labour was not quite | 
loft : bur fo conſidered, thar rhe third day after their þ 
departure, they all returned ſafe and cheerefull, with þ 
as much Silver as they and all the Symerons conld finde, 
(412. thirreene bars of Silver, :nd ſome few Quoirs of 
Gold, vvith vvhich rhey were preſently embarqued vvith- 
our empeachment, repairing with, uo lefle ſpeed then 
joy to our Frigare. Now was it high time to thinke of 


homewards,having ſped our ſelves as we deſired: & there- 
{ore 
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gain ; to ſee if he could meet with any ſufficient Ship or 
Barke, to carry Victual enough to ſerve our rurne home- 
wards, in which we might 1n ſafety and ſecurity em- 
barque our ſelves. 
Ihe Frenchmen having formerly gone from us as ſoon 
as they had rheir ſhares at our firſt returne with theTrea- 
ſure, a> being very deſirous to returu home into their 
Country, and our Captaine as deſirous to diſmifſe 
them, as they vvere to be diliiffed : for thar he 
foreſfaw they could not in thetr Ship avoid the danger of 
being taken by rhe Sparraras, if rhey ſhould make our 
any Men of Warre for chem, while chey lingred on the 
Coaſt, and having alſo been then agatine releeved vvith 
Viduals by uz: Now at our meeting of them againe, 
were very loarh to leave us, and therefore accompanied 
us very kindly as far up as Saint Barzards, and farther 
would, bur thac they durſt nor adventure fo great danger, 
for rhat we had. intelligence that the Fleet was ready to 
ſer ſayle for Spare, riding at rhe entry of Carthagena. 
Thus we deparred from them,paſſing hard by Carthagena, 
in the fight of all che Fleet,wich a Flag of Saint Georgein 
the maine top of our Frigate, wich filke Screamers and 
Ancients downe to the warer, {2yling forward with a 
large wind,till we cam? Fithin rwoleagues of the River, 
eing all low land, and darke nighr : whete ro prevenr 


and on bearing ſmall fayle, rill rhat about mid-nighr 
the wind veering ro the E1ftward, by two-of the Clocke 
in chemoruing, a Frigate from Ry7o Grand paſled hard 
by us, bearing alſo bur 1mall fayle. We ſalured thera 
with our ſhot and Arrowes,chey anſwered aus vvith Baſes; 
but we got aboord them, and tooke ſuch order,thar they

- were conrenr againſt their wils ro deparr a ſhoar and to 


icave us this Frigate which was of twenty fiveTun, loaded 
with Maiz,and Hens and Hogs, and fume Honey in very 
good time fir for our ule: tor the Honey eſpecially 
was a notable releever and preſerver of our craſed peo- 


ple. The nexr morning as ſoone as we fect choſe Spazr- 


ards 3 ſhoare on the maine, vve ſer our courſe for che 
Cabez.4s without any ſtop, whether we came about five 
dayes 2fter. And being ar Anchor, preſently vve hove 
our all the Maiz aland, ſaving three Burs vvhich vve kept 


for our ſtore: and carrying all our proviſions a ſhoate, . 


we brought both our Frigares on the Carzze,and new tal» 
lowed them. OE 

Here we ſtayed about a ſeven nighr, trimming and rig- 
ging our Frigates, boarding and {towing our Proviſions, 
rearing abroad and burning our Pinnaces, chat the Syme- 
7075 might have the Iron-worke. About a day or two 
before our deparrure,our Captain willed Pedro and three 
of the chiefeſt of rhe Symerozs, to goe through both his 


 Frigates, to ſee whar they liked, promiſing to give it 


them whatſoever it were, ſo ir were tor ſo neceſſary as 
thar he could nor returne into England without it. And 


for their Vives, he would himſelfe ſeek out ſome Silkes 


or Linnea that mighr gratifie them ; which while he was 
chooſing our of his Trunkes, the Cymerer which Cap- 


taine Ter#had given ro our Capraaine, chanced to be ra- 


ken forth in P edroes fight, which he ſeeing grew ſo much 
it liking rhereof, rhar he accounted of nothing elſe in re- 
ſpe of it, and preferred it before all that could begiven 


him ; yet imagining, rhat it was no lefſe eſteemed of our 
Captaine, durſtnor himſelfe open his mouth ro crave or 


commend ir,but made one Fraxces Tucker to be his mean 
to breake his minde, promiſing to give him a fine quoit 


of 
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of Gold, which yer he had in ſtore, if he would but move 
our Captaine for it; and ro our Captaine himſelte, he 
would give foure other great quoirs, which he had hid- 
den,intending to have reſerved them ill anorher Voyage. 
Our C zpratn being accordingly moved by Frances Tuck- 
er, could have beetie content ro have made no ſuch ex- 


change, bur yer deſirous co content him, that had deſery- 


ed ſo well, he gave it him with many good words, whe 
received it wich no lictle joy, affirming thar if he ſhould 
give his Wite and Children (which he loved dearly) in 
liev of ir, he could not ſufficiently recompence ir, (tor he 
would preſent his King with ir, who he knew would make 
him a great Man, even torthis very Gitts ſake) yet in gra- 
cuity and ſteed of other requitall of this Jewell, he deſi- 
red our Capraine ro accept theſe foure peeces of Gold, 
as a token of his thankfulnefle co him, and a pawne of his 
faichfulneſſe during life. Our Captaine received ic in 
moſt kinde ſort, bur tooke ir nor to his owne benefit, but 
cauſed ir to be caſt 1nro the whole Advenrure, ſaying, If 
he had nor beene ſet forth ro that place, he had not atcai- 
ned ſuch a Commodity; and therefore it was juſt , 
that they which bare parc with him of his burthen 1 ſer- 
ing him ro Sea, ſhould enjoy the proportion ef his bene- 
fit whatſoever, at his rerurne. ; 


Thus with good love and liking we cooke our leave of 


that People, ſetring over to the Ilands of 
whence the next day after,we ſet ſayle cowardsCape Sarnt 
Anthony, by which we paſt with a large winde ; but pre- 
ſently being ro ftand for th' Havana, we were faine to ply 
ro the windward ſome three or foure dayes. In which ply- 
ing, we forruned to rake a ſmall Barke,in which were two 
or chree hundred Hides, and one moſt neceſſary thing, 
which ſtood us in grear ſtead, 4:5. a Pumpe, which "- 
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ſer in our Frigate 3 their Barke, becauſe it was nothing 
tic for our ſervice, our Captain? gave them to carry 
them home. And ſo returned ro Cape Sant Anthony,and 
lauding there we refreſhed our Selues, and beſides great 
tore of Turtles egges, found by day in che WC 
cooke two hundred and fifty Turtles by night ; we pow- 
dred and dryed ſome of them, which did us good fer- 
vice, the reſt continued bur a ſmall cime. There were at 
this cime, belonging co Carthagene, Nombre de dios, Ryo 
grana,Santa Martha, Rio de Hacha, Venta Cruz, Veragua, 
Nicaragua,rhe Henduras,[amaica,efc.above rwo kundred 
Frigates, ſome of one bundred rwenty Tunnes, other bur 
of ren or twelve Tun, bur the moſt of chirty or for- 
ty Tun, which all had enrercourſe between Carthagere 


aud Nombre de 4ios, the moſt of which,during our aboad 


in thoſe parts we rooke,aud ſome of them twice or thrice 
each,yer never burnt or ſunck any,un'eſfe they were made 
our Men of Warre agatnſt us, or 1aid as ſtals ro entrap 


us. And of all che men raken in thele ſeverall Veſſels, we 
never offred any kind of violence tro any, after they were 


once come-.under our power, but either preſently diſ- 
miſſed chem in ſafety,or keeping chem vvith us ſome lon- 
ger rime,(as ſome of them we did) we alwayes provided 
for their ſuſtenance as for our ſelvs, & ſecured them from 
che rage of the Symerozs againſt rhemyti)1 ar Jaſt, che dat 
ger of rheir diſcovering where our Ships lay being over- 
paſt, (for which onely cauſe we kept them priſoners) vve 


ſer them 2lfo free. Many ſtrange Birds, Beaſts and Fi- 


ſhes, beſides Fruirs, Trees, Plants,and rhe, like,were ſcen 


and obſerved of us in this Journey, which williugly we 


pretermir as haſtning to the end of our Voyage; which 
from this Cape of Saint Anthony we jfrended to finiſh, by 
fayling the dire&eſt and ſpeedicft way homeward,and a-- 
cording ly,

cordingly, even beyond our owne expeEacion moſt hap- 
pily pertormed. For whereas our Captaine had purpo- 
ſed to touch ar New-fourd-land, and there to have warred,

vided for us, by giving us good ſtore of Raiue-water, that 
we were ſufficiently furniſhed ; and within twetity three 
dayes we paſt from the Cape of Florida, to the Iles of 


Silley, and lo arrived at Plimouth ON Sunday 2bour Ser- 


mon-time, Azgu{t the ninth 1573. at what time the 
newes of our Capraines return brought unto his, did fo 
ſpecdily paſſe over all the Church, and ſurpaſſe their 
minds, wich deſtre and delight ro ſee him, rhat very few 


or none remained with the Preacher, all haſtning ro ſee 


the evidence of Gods love and bleſſing towards qur Gra- 
cious Queene and Ccuntry, by the fruit of our Cap- 
caines labour and ſuccefle.

dwelling weregave us leave without interruption to take our

mity wich ſo famous and reowned aPrince as was Ours, and that 
if it ſeemed good 1n her eyes to accept of it,he wonld ſequeſter 
the commodtries and traffique of his whole Ifland from others, 
eſpecially from his enemies the Portugals (from whom he had 
nothing bur by che Sword) and referve it ro the entercovrſe of 
our Narion,it we would embrace it : In token whereof he had. 
10w felt ro our Generall his Signet, and would within ſhort 
time after,come1n.his owne perſon wich his brethren and No-. 
bles with Boates or Canows 1ato our Ship, and be a meanes of 
bringing her into a ſafer Harbour. J 
Yhile they were delivering thetr meſſage to us,our” Meflen- 
Ter Was COme unto the Courr, who being met by the way by 


_ certatte noble perſonages, was with great ſolcmnity conveyed. 


intothe Kings preſence ; at whoſe hands he was moſt friendly 
and grecioully etitertained, and having. delivered his errand ro- 
cether with his preſent unto the King, the King ſeemed ro him 
to judge himſe!f: blame- worthy that he had nor ſooner haſted: 
in perſon to preſenr himſelfe.ro our Generall,who came fo far

he made ready him'elfe with rhe chiefeft of all his Srates and

vyherein hovv vvillingly he imployed himſelfe,the Sequel vill 1579;

Firſt therefore,before his coming, did he feud off three great 
and large Canovves, in each vvbereof,vierc certain of the grea - 
reſt perionaegs, that vvere about him, attired all of them in 
vvhice Lavvn,or cloth of Calecut,bavisg over their heads, from 
onc endaf the Canovy to the other, a covering of thin and fine 
mars, born up by a frame made of Reeds, under vvhich every 
140 ſat in order according to bis dignity ; the hoary heads of 
many of them, fet forth che greater reverence due rOtheir per- 
ſons, and manifteſtly-ſhewed, thar the King uſed the adviſe of a 
grave and prudent Counſcll in his affaires. Beſides theſe, were 
divers others, young and comely mer, a great r,umber attired 
inwhiteas were the other, but with maniteſt differences : ha- 
110g their places alſo under the ſame covering, bur in inferior 
orderzas their calling required. [ | 
Thercſt of the men were Souldiers,who ſtood in comely or- 
Ger round about. on borh {ſides ; on the outſide of whom, againe 
did fir rhe rowers in certain galleries,which being three on cacl1 
fide all aloneſt rhe Carow,did lie off from the ſide therof, ſome 
three or four Yards, ore being orderly builded lower then the 
ocher * in every of vvkich Galleries vvas an equall number of 
Barcks, vvhereon did fit the Rowers,abour the number of fcur- 
{core in one Canow : In the foreparr of cach Canow, ſat rwo 
men, the ore Eolding a Tabret, the other a peece of Braſle, 
whereon they bach ar once-ſtroke; and obſerving a due time 
and re: ſonable ſpace betweene each ſtroke, by the ſound there- 
ot, direted the Rowers to keepe their ſtroke with rheir Oares: 
as on the contrary, the Rowers ending their ſtroke with a ſong, 
gave warning to the others to ſtrike againe ; and ſo continued 
they their way with marvelous ſwiftnefſe : ueither were their 
Canows naked or unfurniſhed of warlike munirion, they had 
each of them, at leaſt one ſmall caſt piece of about a yard in 
| Tength mounted upon a Rock, which was ſer upright;befids eve- 
£y mal except the Rowers, had his Sword, Dagger,and Targer,

and {ome of chem ſome other Weapons, as Lances, Callivers, 
Bowes, Arrows, and many Darts. 

Theſe Catowes comming neere our Ship an order, rowed 
round about us one after another ; and the men as they paſſe by 
us, did us a ktud of homage with great ſolemnicy, the greateſt 


Perſonages beginnung fi: it, with reverend countenance and be- 


haviour to DOW ENeIr bodies even to the ground : which done, 
they put cur owne me ficnger aboard us againe,and ſignified tg 
us that their King bo himſclfe was comming) had ſett them 
before him to cordut our Ship into a better roade, deſiring a 
H.ller co be give them forth, that they might employ their 
ſervice as their King commanded,in towing our Ship therewith 
roche place affigned. 

The King hirſclfe was nor far behiad, but he alſo with fix 
orave and ancient Fachers' in his Canow approching, did ar 
Once rogcther with rhem,yecld us a reverend kind ofabeyfance 
in far more humble manner, rhen was to be expected ; he was 
of a call ſtature, very corpulenr and well {et rogerher, of a ve- 
ry Princely and gratious countenance ; his reſpe& amongſt his 
owne was ſuch, that neither his Viceroy of Mutir aforenamed, 
cor any other ofhil Counſellors, durſt ſpeake unro him bur u- 
pol their knees, not rifing againe till they were licerced. 

Whoſe comming as ir was to our Generall, no ſmall cauſe 
of good lixing,fo was he received in the beſt manner we could. 
au{werable unto his ſtare : our Ordnatice churdred, which we 
mixed with great ſtore of ſmall ſhor, among whic <h ſounding 
our rrumpets and other inſtruments of muſick both of ſit ard 
loud noife,wherwith he was ſo much delighred, char requeſting 
our mutfick ro come into the Boat,he joyned his Canow to the 
ſame, & was towed at leaſt a whole hour together,with the boat 
ar the ſterne of our Ship: Beſides this our Gencrall fent him 
ſuch preſents, as he thoughr, might both require his courtcſic 
already. received, and worke a farther confirmation of that 
good liking and friendfhip already begun. 

The A, being thus in awiſtcell. paradiſe, and en MI 
where- 
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wherewith he was ſo highly pleaſed ; his brother named Aforo 
with uo lefſe bravery, then any of the reſt, accompanied alſo 
with a great tumber of gallant followers, made the like repair, 
and gave us like reſpe&t;and his homage done he fell a ſterne of 
us, till we came ro anchor : neither did our Generall leave his 
courtefte unrewarded , but bountifully pleaſed him alſo be- 
fore we parted. Ja 
The King as ſoone as we were come to anchor, craved par- 
done to be gone, and fo cooke leave,promifing us, that the next 
day he would come aboard, and in the meane time would pre- 
pare and fend ſuch Vidtualy as were requiſite and neceſſary for 
our proviſion. | 
Accordingly the ſame night,aud che morrow following, we 
received what was chere co be had, by way of rraffique, tower, 
Rice 1n pretty quantity, Hens, Sugar-canes, imperte& and li- 
quid Sugar, a truit which they call. F720 ( Mageliare cals it a 
Fig of a ſpan long, but is no ocher then thar which rhe Spar. 
ards aud Portugals have named Plantazes ) Coroes and a kind of 
mealewhich they call Sago,made of rhe rop: of cerraine rrees, 
taſting in the mourh like fowre curdes, bur melts away like 
Sugar ; whereof they make 2 kinde of cake which will keepe 
good ar leaſt cen yeers ; of this laſt we made the greateſt quan=- 


tiry of our proviſion : for a few Cloves we did allo rrafique, 


whereof for 4 ſmall mitter, we mighr have had grearer ſtore, 
then we could well tell where :o beſtow:but our Generals care 
vvas that the Ship ſhould toc be roo much peſtered or anoyed

The 


firſt,ro know 1t there wete any VV ars between Spare and 


Exgland > Theſecond, why our Merchants with their 
Goods were imbarred or arreſted>ThusdeparcedCaprain 
Sampſon with the ſaid Meſſenger ro che Ciry, where he 
found the Governour and People much amazed of ſuch a 
| ſadden accident. ”— : 

The Generall wish che advice and counſell of Maſter 
Carleill his Lievrenant generall, who was in the Galley 
with him, thought nor good to make any ſtand, till ſuch 
time as they were within the ſhot of the City,where they 
might be ready upon the return of Captaine Sampſon, to 
make a ſudden artempt if cauſe did require before ic was 
darke. 2 

Capraine Sampſer returned with his Meſſage in this 
fort., Firſt;touching Peace or Wars,the Governour (31d 
he knew of no Wars, and thar it lay not in him ro make 
aty,he being ſo mean a Subje@ as he was. And as for the 
Ray of the Merchants with cheir Goods, ir was the Kings 
pleaſure, but not wich intent to endammage any man : 


and that the Kings counter- mand was(which had been re- 


ceived in thar place ſome ſeven nights before) chat E=g- 


liſh 
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[i/Þ Merchants with their Goods ſhould be dſicharged : 
tor the more verifying vvhereof,be ſent ſuch Merchanes as 
were inthe Town of cur Natton,vvho trafhcked in thoſe 
pars ; vvhich being ar large declared to our Generall by 
rhem,countell vas raketi vvhar might beſt be done : and 
for that che night approached,it vvas thought needful] ro 
12nd our Force, vvhich ivas done 11 the ſhucetng vp of the 
d:y ; atid having quartered our ſelves 10 our moſt advan- 
r3ge,vvIth ſuthcient gard upon every ſtretght,vve thought 
tO reſt our ſclves for that night there. The Goverrour 
ſenr us ſome refrething, as Bread, VVine, Oyle, Apples, 
Grapes, Marmalad, and inch like. Abour midnighe the 
viearker begins ro overcaſt, inſomuch rhar it vvas thought 
meeter to repair aboord, then to make any ionger abode 
on lad, and before vve could recover the Fleet, a great 
rempeſt aroſe, vvhich cauſed many of our Ships to drive 
rom their ancour hold, and fome were forced to Sea in 


_ great perill,as the Barke Ta/vot, the Barke Hankins and 


the Speeawell,vehich Speedwellonely vvas driven into Exg- 
[2::d, the others recovered us agaln ; the extremity of che 
ftorme laſted three dayes, which no ſooner began to af- 
twage, bur Maſter Carleil/ our Lieutenant Generall, was

In the meanc time rhe Gover- 
nour of Gallifia had rearcd ſuch forces 45 he might, his 
numbers by eftimare were ſome wo thouſand for, ant 
three hundred horſe, and marched from Bayon to this 
part of the Countrey, which ly in fight of our Fcer, 
where making ſtand, he ſenr to parle with our- General, 


which was granted by our Generall, ſo ir might be in 


boaces upoh the warer - and for ſafety of their perſons, 


there were pledges delivered on borh ſides; which done, 
the Governour of Ga!l7ſia pur himſelfe with tw others 
into our Vice-Admirals Skiffe , the ſam: >1vins bown 


ſent to rhe ſhoare for him. And in like fort our Gene - 


rall in his owne Skiffe, where by them ir was agreed , 


we ſhould furniſh our ſelves with freſh water, to be ra- 


ken by our owne pcople quterly on the land, and have all 
other ſuch neceſſaries, paying forthe ſame, as the place 
would affoord. 

When all our buſinefſe was ended, we departed, and 
rooke our way by che [{lands of Canarrs, which are eftce- 
med ſome three hundred leagues from this part of Sparz, 
and falling purpoſely with Palma, with uutenrion to hae 
taken our pleaſure of chat place, for the full digeſting 
of many things 1n order, and the better furniſhing our 


favor of many Plarformes, well furniſhed with 5rc2r Or- 
| B alnance, 
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Cinance, to depart with the receipt of many cheir Canon- 
ſor, lome into our Ships, and fome beſides, ſome of 
them being in very deed full Canon high. But the onely 
or chtote miſchtete, was the dangerous ſea ſurge, which 
at ſhore all alongeſt, plainly threatned the overthrow of 


as many Pinnaces and Boa: es,as for that time ſhould have 


attempred ay landing ar all. : 
Now ſccing the expe&tyion of this attempr fruſtrated 
by che c1uſes atoreſiid, we rhough it meeter to fall wich 


the Ifle Ferro, to ſee if we could find any better fortune: 


and comming to the Ifl 1d, we landed a thouſand men 


it a valley under a high Mountaine, where we ftayed 
ſome two or three houres, in which time rhe Inhabicanes, 
accompanied with a young fellow borne in Englard, who 
dwelt there with chem, came unto us, ſhewing their ſtare 
ro be ſo poore, that rhey were all ready to ſtarve, which 
was not untrue: and therefore without any thing gotten, 
we were all commanded preſently ro imbarke, fo as thar 
pighre we pur off co Sea South South-eaſt along towards 
the coaft of Farbarre. 
Vpon Saturday inthe morning,being the thirreenth of 
November, we fell with Cape Blancke which )is a low 
land and ſhallow warer, where we catched ſtore of fiſh, 


and doubling the Cape, we put into the Bay, where we 


found cerr3ine French Ships of Warre whom we enter- 
tained with great courteſic,and there left rhem. The after- 
noore the whole Fleet aſſembled, which was a little ſcar- 
rercd ahour their fiſhing,and pur from chence ro the Iles 
of Cape Yerde, ſayling till rhe fixreenth of the ſame Mo- 
rerh in the morning, on which day we deſcried the Iſland 


of Szinr 7479, and inthe evening we anchored the Fleet 
berween the Towne called rhe Plare or Praze and Saint 


Z220,where we put on ſhore a thouſand men or more,un-

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der the leading of Maſter Chr7jiopher Carleil Lienorenant © 
Gcneral]l, who directed the lervice molt like 2 wiſe Come 
mander. The place where we had firſt ro Mirch did af- 
foord no good order, for the ground was Mourtaines atid 
full of Dales, being a marvelous ſtony and troubleſome. 
paſſage, but ſuch was his 1nduſtrious diſpoſit On, as he 
would never leave, uiitill we had-gorren up to 2 faire 
Pliine, where we made ſtand for the aſſembling ot the 
army.And when we were all gathered cogether up-'\n the 
Plaine,ſome two little miles from the ſowne,rhe Licve- 
renatt Generall thought good not to make attempr til! 
day light ; becauſe there was not one that could ſerve for 
Guide or giving knowledge at all of the place. And chere- 
fore after having well reſted, even halfe an honre before 
day, he commanded the Army to be divided into three 
fpeciall parrs, ſuch as he appoinred, whereas before we 
had marched by ſeverall Companies, being thereunto 
forced by the naughrineſle of che way as is aforeſaid. 
Now by the time we were thus ranged in a very brave 
order,daylight began to appeare,and being advanced hard 
to the Wall we ſaw no Enemie co refiſt, whereupon the 
Lieuetenant Generall appointed Capraine Sampſon with 
thirty ſhot, and Captaine Bartox with other rhitty, ro 20 
downe into the Towne which tood in the Valley under 
us,and might very plainly be viewed all oier from thar 
place where the whoſe Army was. now arrived, and pre- 
ſently afcer cheſe Captaines was ſenr, the great Enftene 
which had norhing 1n ir bur the plaine E 22l:/þh Croſſe, 
to be placed rovvards che Sea, that our F'eer might fee.

15 
retreat rhe Enemy ſhewed themſelves, borh Horſe aud 
Foot, though not ſuch Force as durſt encounter us : and 
ſo it paſag ſome time ar the gaſe with chem, it waxed 
late and towards nighr, before we could recover home co 
Saint Jago. 

On Munday the fix and rwentieth of November, the 
Generall commanded all rhe Pinnaces with the Boares, 
ro uſe all diligence to imbarke the Army into ſuch Ships 
asevery man belonged. The Lieuerenanr Generall in like 
| ſort commanded Captaine 6orz7g and Lievetenant Tuc- 
ker with one hundred ſhot ro make a tand in che Marker- 
place, until] our Forces were wholly imbarked,the Vice- 


Admirall making ſtay wich his Pinnace and certain Boats - 


inthe harbour,to bring the ſaid laſt company abooerd the 
Ships. Allo the General willed forthwith the Gallie wich 
ewo Pinnaces to take into them rhe company of Cap- 
raine Barton, and the Company of Capcaine Bz2s, under 
che leading of Captaine Sampſon, ro ſeeke out ſuch Mu- 
nition 8s was hidden 1n the ground, at the Towne of Pray 
or Play, having been promifed to be ſhewed it by a priſo- 
ner,which was taken the day before. 


The Capraines aforeſaid comming to the Play, landed 
their men, and having placed the Troope in their beſt 


ftrength, Capraine Sampſon tooke the Priſoner and wil- 
led him to ſhew thar he had promiſed, rhe which he 
could nor, or at leaſt would nor + but they ſearching all 
ſuſpected places, found rwo peeces of Ordinance, one of 
Iron and another of Brafſe.In rhe afternoone the General 
anchored the reſt of che Fleet before the Play, comming 


himſelfe aſhoare, willing us ro burne the Towne and 


make all haſte aboord, the which was done by ſix of the 


clocke the ſame day, and our ſelves imbarked againe rhe 


fame nighr,and ſo we put off co Sea Southweſt. 
But 
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Bur before our departure from the Towne of Saint 7a- 


20, we eſtabliſhed Orders for the berrer government of 
the A rmvV.cvery man x i ro his Capraine,and oaths 
mired 19 ackrowle dee Lor Majeſtic ſupreame Gover- 
CUT, as alfo every man to coc rs urtermoſt FIGEaVOUE 
© advarcethe ſervice of rhe Adio n, |and ro yerid due 0- 
bBEALCNCE unto the directions of the Generall and his Off- 


core. By this pr ovic let COURNCE II, and laying downe this 


vo0d foundation beforeband , all things went forward 
in a due courſe, to the atchicving of our happy etter- 
PT1iCs 

1n all rhe rime of our being here, neirher ie £7 30Ver= 
nour for the King of Syarie, (which i 15a Portuoall)neither 
che Biſhop, whoſe authority is great, neither any of the 
Tnhabirants of che 'Town,or Il: rd ever came ar us (which 
we expected they ſhould have done) to 1ntreat us to lcave 
them ſome part of cheir needtul provifions, or at the jeaft 
ro ſpare the ruining of their Town at our going away.The 
cauſe of this their unreaſonable diſtruſt (as I doe rake ir) 
was the freſh remembrance of the greac wrongs rhey had 
done ro old Maſter William Ha»kins of p/imonth 1M 
the Voyage he made foure or five yeares before, when as 
they did borh breake their promiſe, and murthered many 
of his Men, whereof I judge you have underſtood, and 
therefore needleſſe to be repeared. Bur ſince chey came 
nor at us, we left written it ſundry places, as alſo in the 
Spittle-houſe, (which building vvas only appointed ro be 
ſpared) the great diſcontenrmenr and ſcorne we tooke at 
this their refraining ro come unto us, as alſo art the rude 
manner of killing, aud ſavage kind of handling the dead 
body of one of our Boyes found, by them ſtragling all a- 
lone, from whom they had raken his head and heart, and 

ad {tr izled che other bowels abour the place, in a moſt 


Viiiſh and beaſt, manner. | | + "It 
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1n revenge whereof at our deparang we CGnfumed wich 


Fire all the houſes, as well in the Country which we faw, 
4s in che Towne of Saint Fago. 
From hence pvtring over to the e/t-ndres, 'vye vere 
' noc many dayes ar Sea, but there began amongſt our peo- 
ple ſuch mortality, as 1n tew dayes there were dead above 
: WO Or three hundred men. And unrill ſome ſeven or eight 
dayes afrer our| comming from Saint ago, there had 
rot dyed any one man of {icknefle in all rhe Fleet : the 
ſicknefſe ſhewed nor his infe&tion wherewith ſo many 
were ſtroken, uurill we were departed thence, and then 
ſerzed our people with exrreame hoc burning and conti- 
nuall ague, whereof ſome very few eſcaped with life, and 
yet thoſe for the moſt part not without great alteration 
and decay of their wirs and ſtrength for a loug time after. 
In ſome thar dyed were plainly ſhewed the ſmall ſports, 
which are often found upon thole char be infective with 
the Plague; we were noc above eighteene dayes in paſſage 


becween the ſight of Saint Zago aforeſaid,and the Iflaud of 


Domintea, being rhe firſt Ifland*of the weſt- Indzes char 
we fell withal,che ſame being inhabited with Savage Peo- 
ple which goe all naked, rheir skin coloured. with ſome 
painting of a reddiſh rtawney, very perſonable ard hand- 


ſome ſtrong men, who doe admir little converſation with 


the Spantards : for as ſome of our people might under- 


them,neither doeT chinke that there is any ſafery for any 
of ourNation,or any other to be wichin che limics of their 
commandment, albeit they uſed us very kindly for thoſe 


few houres of time whic? we ſpent wich them, helping 


our folkes to fill and carry on their bare ſhoulders freſh 
Water from che River to our Ships Boats, ard ferching 
from cheir houſes, great ſtore of Tobacco, as allo a kird 
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ot Bread which they ted on,called Caſ/ ado, very vvhire and 
ſlavery, made Of the roors of Caſſaria, In recompeuce 
whercof,we beſtowed liberall rewards of Glaſſe,coloured 
Beads, aud other things which we had found at Saint Z4- 
20, whercwirh (as ir teemed) they reſted very grearly ſa- 


they perceived that we would depart. 


Erom hence we went O09 atorther Ifland Weſtward of 


ir, called Saint Chre #ophers I{l and,wherin we ſpent ſome 
dayes of Chri,imas, ro retreſh our ſicke People, and ro 
cleanſe and ayre our Ships. It which Ifland were nor any 
People at all chat we could hear of. 

In which cime by rhe Generall itwas adviſed and re- 
ſolved, with the cotſenr of rhe Lievrenant generail, rhe 
Vice- Admiral,and all rhe reft of rheCaptains to proceed. 
co the great Iſland of H;azla;as well for that we knew 
our ſelus then ro be 11 our beſt ſtrengrh,as alſo the rather 


_ allured chereunto, by rhe glorious fame of the Ciry of 
Saint Domz7go, being the ancienteſt and chiefe inhabited 


place in 2ll cherra& of Countrey chere abours. And ro 


proceed in this derermitation,by che way we met a ſmall 


Frigor,bound for the ſame place;the which che Vice-Ad- 
mirall rook,and having duly examined the Men thar were 


iq her,chere was one found by whom we were advertized, 


the Haven to be a barred Haven, and rhe ſhore or Land 


thereof ro be well fortified, having a Caftlethereupon. 
furniſhed wirh great ſtore of Artillery; without the dan- 
. ger whereof, was 00 convenient landing place within ren 


Evgliſh miles of the Ciry ; to which the ſaid Pilot rooke 


upon him to condudt us. . 


All things being chus conſidered on, the whole Forces 
were commanded 1n the evening|to embarke themſelves 


inco Pinnaces,Boars and other ſmall Barks,appointed for 
| tþ1s 
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this ſervice. Our Sou'ldiers beiag chus imbarked,cthe Se- 
nerall pur himſelte into rhe Barke Frances as Admirall, 
and all this uighr we lay on che Sea, bearing ſmall ſayle 
untill our arrivall to the Landing place,which was about 
the breaking of the day;and ſo we landed,being New-years 
day,nine or ren'miles ro rhe Vettwards of thar brave Ci- 
ry of Saint Domz-go : for ar that time, nor yet is knowne 
ro us, any landing place, where the Sea ſurge doth not. 
threaten ro overfet a Pinnace or Boar. Our Generall hay- 
| ing ſeeneusall lauded in ſafery, returned to his Fleer,be- 
| queathing us to God,and the good condutt of Mr. Carl:- 
ell,our Lievtenanc Generall : at which rime,being about 
eight of che clocke,we began ro March, and abovt noone - 
time, or towards one of the clocke we approached the }. 
Towne,where cheGentlemen and choſe of the betcer ſort, 
being ſome hundred and fifry brave Horſes, or racher 
more, began to preſent themſelves ; but our [mall ſhor 
played vpon them, which were ſo ſuſtained with good 
proportion of Pikes in all parts, as they finding no part 
of our Troope unprepared co receive them (for you muſt 
underſtand they viewed all round about) rhey were thus 
driven ro give us leave to proceed towards the two Gates 
of the Towne, which were the nexr to the Sea-ward. 
They had manned them borh,and planred their Ordnance 
for that preſent,and ſudden alarum without rhe Gare,and 
alſo ſome Troops of ſmall ſhot in Ambuſcado upon che 
hye-way fide. Ve divided our whole Force, being ſome 
thouſ:nd or twelve hundred Men into two parts, to en- 
terprizc boch the Gares at one 1t;ftanr; che Lievtenanr 
Generall having openly vowed to Capraine Roxell (who 
led the Troope thar entered the other Gate) that wich 
Gods good favour he would nor reſt untill our meeting 

in the Market-place. | ; 
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Their Ornarce had no {onner dil charged upon our 
necte approach, and mide ſome exc Curion amongſt vu 
though nor much, hur tne Lievrenarnt Generall "+2 
forthwith ro advance both his vovce of encouragement 
and pace of Marching ; the firſt Man that was {line with 
thc Ordnance, being very neer unto himſelte, 2::d there- 
UPON haſted all thar he might to keepe them from re- 
charging of the O; -dinance. And norwiraſtandiug their 
Ambulcadoes, we marched or rather ran ſo roundly intc 


them as pell mell we entered the Gares, ard gave rhem 


more Care every Man to {ave khimſelte hy: flight, then rea- 
ſon to ſtand any longer ro their broken fighe ; we forch- 
wich repaired - the Marker-place : but to be more truly 
underſtood, a place of very faire ſpacious ſquare ground 

before the grear Chutch ; whether alſo came(as had been 


agreed) Capraine Powe! wich the other Troope ; which 
place with ſome parr nexc unto 1t, we frengthened with: 
| Barricadoes, and there (as the moſt convenient Place) af- 


ſured our ſelves, the City being farre roo ſpacious for ic 
ſmall and weary a Troope to undertake ro guard. Some- 


what after midvuight they vvko had the guard of the Ca- 


ſtle, hearing us bufie abour the Gares of the ſaid Caſtle, 
abandoned the ſame;ſome being taken priſoners,andſome 
flying away by rhe helpe of Boars,ro the other fide of the 
Haven, and ſo into the Country. | 

The next day we quartered a Jictle mcreat large, but 


not into rhe halfe part of the Town, and 'o making ſub- 


ſtanriall irenches,and plantivg all cheOrdnance fs each 


Parr was correſpondent ro other : we held chis Town the 


ſpace of one Moneth. 

In rhe which time happened ſome accidents more then 
are well remembred for the preſent ; but amongſt other 
things,it chanced thac theGeneral] ſent on his Meſſage © 

the 
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the Sparrards a Negro Boy with a Flag of vvhire, fignify- 
ing truce, as 1s the Sparzards orginary manter ro doe 
there, vvhen they approach to ſpeakero us ; vvhich Boy 
unhappily was firſt met wich, by ſome of rhote who had. 

zene belonging as Officers for the King in rhe Sparzrſh 
Galley, which with the Towne was lately fallen into our 
hands, who withour all order or reaſon, and contrary to 
that good uſage wherewith we had enrertained their Mct- 
lengers, furiouſly ſtrooke the poore Boy through the bo- 
dy wich one of their Horſemen ſtaves,with which wound 
che Boy returned to the Generall,and after he had declar- 
ed the manner of this wrongtull cruelty, dyed forthwith 
in his preſence; wherewith the Generall being greatly 
\paſhhoned, commanded the Provoſt Martiall ro cauſe a 
couple of Fryers, rhen priſoners,to be carried tothe ſame 
place where the Boy was ſtroken,accompanied with ſuth- 
cient guard of out Souldiers, & there preſently to be han- 
ocd, diſpatching at the ſame inſtant anocher poore priſo- 
ner, with this reaſon wherefore this execution was done ; 
and with this Meſſenger further,char untill the party who 
had rhus murthered-the Generals Meſſenger, were delive- 
red 1nro our hands,ro receive condigne puniſhment, there 
ſhould no day paſſe,wherein there ſhould nor two priſo- 
ners be hanged, untill chey were all conſumed which wete 
1a our hand<. 

W hereupon the day following, he that had been Cap- 
taine of the Kivgs Galley, broughr rhe Offendor to the. 
Towns end, offring to deliver bim into our hands, bur it 
was thought 2 more honourable revenge, r0-make them 
chere in our fighr,to performe the execution themſelues:; 
which was done accordingly. 

During our being 1n this Tawn,. as formerly alſo ar. S. 
Jagothere had paſſed juſtice upon the life of oneof our 
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company for an 0410us marrer: (0 here likewiſe was there 
at 1riſh man hanged, tor che murthering of h1s Corpo- 
rall. 

In this time alſo paſſed many Treatics berweete their 
Commiſhoners and us, for ranſome of their Citie, but 
upon difagreements,we {till ſpent the early mornings in 
firing the ourmoſt howles : bur they being built very mags 
nificently of tone, with high lofts, gave us no ſmall 
cravel ro 1vine them. And albeir for divers dayes together, 
we ordained each morning by day breake, untill the hear 
began ar nine of the Clocke, that two hundred Marriners 
did nought elſe buc labour to fier and burn the [1d houſes 
vvithout our trenches, whileſt che Souldiers in like pro- 
portion ſtood forth for their Guard : yet did we nor or 
could not in this rime conſume ſo much as one third parr 
of the Towne. And fo in the end, what wearied with 
firing, and whar haſtned by ſome other reſpects, we vvere 
contented ro accept of five and twenty thouſand Duc- 
kers of five ſhilling ſix pence rhe peece, for che ranſome 
of the reſt of the Towne. 

Amovgft other things which happened and were found 
ar S- Domingo, I may not omit to let the world know 
one very notable marke and roken, of rhe unſariable am- 
birion of rhe Spariſh King and his Nation, vvhich vvas 
found in the Kings houlſe,vvherein the chief Governour of 
that City and Countrey is appointed alwayes ro lodge , 
vvhich vvas this: In rhe comming to the Hall or other 


'roomes of this houſe, you muſt firſt aſcend up by a faire 


large paire of ſtiirs,at the head of which ſtaires is a hand- 
ſome ſparious place to walk in, ſomewhat like unto a gal-. 
lery, wherein upon one of the Wals, righr over againſt 
you as you enter the ſaid place, fo as yonr eye canrot el- 
cape the fighr of it,there is deſcribed and;painted in a very 

large 
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Jarge Scutchion, rhe armes of the King of Sparze, andin 
the low-r part of the ſaid Scutchion, there is likewiſe de- 
ſcribed a Globe, contaluing in it the whole circuit of the 
Sea and the Earth, vvhereupon is a Horſe ſtanding on 
his hinder part wichin the Globe, and the oher fore- 

part vvichout che Globe, lifring up (as it were) to leape, 
vvirh a ſcrole painred in his mouth, wherein was written 
theſe words in Latin No# ſufjicet orbis; which is as much 

to ſay,as the World ſufhceth nor, vwhereof the meaning 
vvas required tobe knowne|of ſome of thole of the better 
fort that came in Commiſhoan co trear upon the ranſome 
of rhe Town,who would thike their heads,and rurne aſide 
their countenance 1n ſome ſmiling fort, withour anſwe- 
ring any thing, as beltg greatly aſhamed thereof. For by 
ſome of our company ic was told rhem, thar if the Queen 
of England vwould reſolutely proſecute the Wars againſt 
the King of Spazre, he ſhould be forced ro lay afide that 
proud and unreaſonable reaching vaine of his; for he 
ſhould finde more then enough ro doiro keepe that which 
he had already, as by the preſenc example of their lo 
Town they might for a bepinning perceive well enough. 

Now tothefatisfying of ſome men,who marvell great - 
Iy that ſuch a famous and goodly buiided City fo well 
inhabited of gallanr People, very bravely apparelled 

(whereof our Souldiers found good ſtore for their relief) 
ſhould afoord no grearer Riches rhen was tound there , 

wherein tt 15 to be underſtood that the 1-41an people, 
which were the narurals of this whole Ifland of Heſpa- 
ntola (the ſame being neere hand as grear as England ) 
vvere many yeares fince cleane conſumed by rhe Tyranny 
of che Spaniards, which vvas cauſe, that for lacke of 

people ro worke in the Mines, the Gold and Silver Mincs 
ofithis Iſlaudate wholly. given over,, and thereby they are 
= fa: 
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faine inthis Ifland to ulc Copper money, whereof vvas 
tound very great = 2 94 The Ctuete rrade of chis place 
_ contiſterh of Sugar and Ginger, which groweth in the 
11] :nd, and Hide. of Oxen atd Kine, which in this waſte 
Countrey of the [{] 1nd are bred 11 iufhiote numbers, the 
ole being very fertile : and rhe {2id Beaſts are fed up to a 
very large eroweh, and lo killed tor nothing ſo much, as 
for their Hides afoceſaid. Ve found here grear tore of 
{trong VV Ie, ſveer Ovle, Vinegar, Olives and other ſuch 
like Proviſions, as exce!lerr Whear-meale packed up in 
Wine pipes and orber ca:kezand other commodities like- 
wiſe, as VWollen and Linnen cloth, aud ſome Silkes ; all 
which proviſions arc brought our of Spaine and ſerved us 
tor great relief. There vvas bur a Jittle Plate or Veſſel of 
Silver,in compariſon of the great Pride in other things of 
this Towne,becauſe in rhole hor Countries they uſe much 
theſe earthen Diſhes fiuely painced or varniſhed, which 
they call Parſell;za, and 1s had out of the Eaſt-Indis; and 
for their drinking, they uſe Glaſſes alcogether, where- 
of they make excellent good and faire 1n the ſame place. 
Bur vert ſome Plate we tound,and many other good things, 
25 their houſhold garniture very Gallant and Rich, which 
had coſt them deere, although untO US they were ot ſ{ma[l! 
1MPOTItaDrce. 


From S. Domr/g0 we pur over to the maine or owe 


Land, and going all along it the Coaſt, we came ar the 
laſt in fight of Cartagera, ſtanding upon the Sea ſide 
ſo near as ſome of our Barks in paſſing alongſt, approched 
vvith the reach of their Culverin ſhot, which they had 
planred upon certaine Platformes. The harbour —_ 
lay ſome three miles roward cheWeſtward of the Town, 
vyhercinro vve enrred about three or foure of the Clocke 
in the afrernoone withour any reſiſtance of ordinance, 


Us 
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or other impeachmcin planted upon the f112, In the e- 
vening we pur our {Ives on Land towards the Harbour 
mouch, under t:;c 1-2dig 0t Miſter Carlerl! our Lievie- 
nanc Generall, who afcer he hai dic ſted us ro march for- 
ward abou: the m1iinig'ir, as caſtiy 4- foor migke tall, cx- 
preily comm :md1eg ro keepe cloſe by the Sta w. th of 
the (tore for our beſt and ſureſt wiy, whercby we were 
like ro goe thro1gh,and nor to miſſe any more of the way, 
vvhich ouce we had Ioft within an boure after our f 
beginning to March, through che flender kuowledge of 
him rhat cooke upon him to be our Guide, whereby the 
nighr ſpeur on, which orherwiſe muſt have been done by 
reſting. Bur as, we came within ſome two miles of the 
Town,cheir Horiemen which were ſome hundred, met us, 
and taking the 2] um, rec1red ro their towneward agaiue 
upon the-farſt Volley of our Shot rhac was given them: 
for the place vvhere we encountered being Woody and 
buſhy evenrco the water ſide,was unmeer for their ſervice. 

Ac this inſtant we m12hr hear ſome Peeces of Artille- 
ry diſcharged, with diverſe ſmall ſhot rowards the Hur- 
bour, which gave us co underſtand, according to the Or- 
| der ſer downe inthe evening before by our Generall, rhat. 
| the Vice-Admirall accompanied wich Cap: ine YVenzer, 
 Capranine White, and Capraine Croſſe, with other Sea 
Capr1ines, and with diverſe Pinnaces and Boares ſhould 
o1ve ſome artempr unto the licele Fort ſtanding on the et 
try of rhe inner Haven,neer adjoyring ro the rowuzchough 
to ſmall purpoſe, for that the place was ſtrong, and 
the entry very narrow vvas chained over: fo as there 
could be nothing gorren by the arrempt, more then the 
giving of chem 1n Alarum on that orher fide of che Haven 
being a mile and a halte from rhe place where we now | 
vere. In which attempt the Vice-Admirall had the Rud- 
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der of his Skiffe ſtroken throuzh with a Saker-ſhor, and 
Little or no harme received cliewhere. | 
The Troops being now 16 thetr March, halfe a mile 
be luther the rowne or lefle, che ground we were On grew 
tobe ſtraizhr, and nor above fifty paces over, having the 
i14inc Sea on the {ide of 1r,and rhe Harbour vvater or in- 
ner Sea (as you may rerme it) on che arher {1de, which in 
this Plot t5 plainly ſhewed. This ſtraight was fortified 
clean over with a ſtone Wall and a ditch without ic; the 
faid Wall being as orderiy buile with Hancking in ever v 
part,as can be ſet down. There was onely fo much of this 
ſtraight unwalled, as might ſerve for the iſſuing of the. 
Horſemen, or the paſſing ofthe carriage inrime of need : 
but this anwalled parc was nor without a very good Barrz- 
cado of W ine Butrs or Pipes, filled vvirh earth, full and 
thicke as they might ſtand on end one by atether, ſome 
part of them ſtandiug even within the maine Sea, * 

This place of ſtrength was furniſhed of fix grear Pee- 
ces, demi-Culverinus and Sakers, which ſhor directly in 
front upon us as we approached. Now wirhout this vvall 
upon the inner fide of the ſtreighr,chey had brought like - 
viſe two great Gallies with their prowefle rorhe ſhore, 
having planted in them eleven peeces of Ordnance,vvhich 
did beat all crofle the ſtraighr, and flanked our comming 
on.In theſe two Gallies were planted three or foure hun- 
dred ſma!l ſhor,and on che land in the guard onely of this 
- place,three hundred ſhort and pikes. 
 _Theyinthis their full readinefle to receive us, ſpared 
not their ſhot both great and ſmall. Bur our Liev-enant_ 
generall,raking the advattage of the darke (rhe day light 
as yec not broken out) a pproached by the loweſt ground, 
according ro theexpreſle direction which himſelf had for- 
merly given, rhe ſame being the|Sea-waſh-ſhore, where 

the 
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the water was ſomwhat fallen,ſo as moſt of all their ſhor 


was in vaine. Our Lievtenant' gencrall commanded our 
ſhot to forbear ſhooting untill we were come tothe wall 
ſide; and ſo with Pikes round)]y rogerher we approached 
che place, where we ſoone fourd out the Barricadoes of 
Pipes or Burs,| co be rhe meereſt place for our aſſault ; 
which norwichſtanding 1t was well furniſhed with Pikes 


and ſhot, waswithout ſtaying actempred by us: downe 


went the burs of earch, and pell mell came our Swords 


and Pikes together, afrer our ſhot had firſt given their 
volley,even at the enemies noſe. Our Pikes were ſome- 
what longer then theirs, and our bodies berter armed,for 
very few of them were armed; with which advantage our 
Swords and Pikes grew too hard for them, and they dri- 
ven to give place. In this furious entry, the Lieveenanr 
enerall flue wich his owne hands,rhe chiefe Enfigne-bea- 
rer of the Sparnrards, vvho fought very mantully ro his 
lives end. | 
We followed into the Town vvith them, and giving 
them no leaſure to breath, vve vvan rhe Marker-place, 
albeit rhey made head, and fought a vvhile before vre got 
' it ; and ſo we being once ſeazed and aſlured of that, they 
vere content ſuffer us ro lodge vvithin their Towne, 
and themſelves to/goe to their Wives, vvhom they had 
carried inro other places of the Countrybefore our com- 
.miog chither. | 7. 
Ar every Streets-end they had raiſed very fine Barri- 
cadoes of Earrh-vvorkes, vvich trenches vvithout them.as 
vvell made as ever vve ſavy any vvorke done - ar the en- 


rring whereof was ſome little refiftance, bur ſoone over- | 


come ; it was with few ſlaine or hurt. They had joyned 
with them many 1-4:a75, whom they had placed in cor- 
ters of advantage, all Bow-men,with their Arrowes moſt 
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villacouſly empoyloned, fo as it chey did bur breake the 
«kin, the party fo touched dyed without marvell : ſome. 
thev {l-w of our People with their Arrowes, {ome they 
Ikewie miſchieved ro death with cerratne Prickes of. 
ſmall (tickes ſharply poinred, of a foot ard z halte Long, 
the O01. end pur into the ground, the other empoyloned. 
&ickiug faſt up, right againit our comming 1n the way, 
18 we thould approacl from our latding rowards the 
Towne, whercof they had planted a wonderiull number 
in the orditzary way,but our keeping rhe Sea-waſh- ſhore 
miſſed the greateſt part of chem very happily. 

To ler paſſe muy patticular matrers, as the hurting of 
C:prtain Sampſonar ſword blowes in the firſt enrring,un- 
to whom was commitred the charge of the Pikes of the 
Vantg zrd by his lot and curue; as allo of rhe taking of A- 
lonzo Bravo (the chiefe Commander of thar place) by 
 Caprain Gorr#g,afrer the ſaid Caprain had firſt hurr him 

with his Sword ; unto which Caprain was commitred the 
 Chargeof rhe S10r of rhe ſaid Vantgard. 

__ Captain W72ter was likewiſe by his rurne of the Vanr- 
eard in chis arrempr, where alſo rhe Lievrenanr generall 
marched himſelfe : che {aid Capraine Yzzter through a 
grear defire to ſerve by Land, baving uow exchanged hi : 
charge by Sea with Caprain C ecill, for his Band of Foot” 
Men. . | 4 

Captaine Powel! rhe Sergeanc Major had by his turne 
the charge of che foure Companies which made the 
Bact 11: ; —- 

Captaine 407847, who at S. Domingo was of the 
V anrgard,had now by turne his charge upou the Compa- 
ates of the Rerc-gard. 

Every Man as well c fone part as of arorher, came fo 
willingly ou to the ſervice, as the eliemy was not _—_ ro 
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endure the fury of ſuch hor aſſaulc. 

VVe ſtayed here {1x weeks,and che {icknefſe with mor = 
taliry before ſpoken of, till continuing amoug us,though 
not with the ſame fury as ar the firſt ; and ſuch as were 
touched with the ſaid Sickneſle, ctcaping death,very fery 
or almoſt notie could recover their ſtrength, yea ma- 
ny of them were much decayed in their memory ; in fo 
much that 1c was growne an ordinary judgement, when 
one was heard to ſpeake fooliſhly, ro ſay, he had beene 
| ſicke of the Calentour, which is the Spaniſh name of 
_ their burning Ague : for, as I rold you before, ir is a ve- 
ry burning and peſtilent Ague. The orig1nall cauſe there- 
of, is 11pured to the evellng or firſt nighr ayre, which 
they rearme L# ſereza, wherein they ſay and hold very 
firme opinion, that who fo 1s then abroad in the open 
ayre, ſhall cercainly be infected to the death, not being of 
the 14143 or naturall race ofa Countrey People; by 
holding tberr YV arch, were thus ſubjected to the 11fectt- 
ous :yre,which ar S.7ago was moſt dangerous and deadly 
of all ocher places. 

Wirh the inconvenience of continuali mortaliry, we 
were forced ro giveover our intended enrerprize, tO goe 
with Nombre de D195, and fo over-land to Panrama, 
where we ſhould have ftroken the ſtroke for the Trea- 
ſure, and full recompence of our tedious rravailes. And 
thus at Cartageza we rooke our firſt reſolution co returue 
homewards. 

Bur while we were yet there, it happened one day, 
thar our Watch called the Senrinell, upon rhe Church- 
Steeple, had diſcovered in the Sea a couple of ſmal Barks 
or Boars, making 1n with rhe Harbour of Cartagera, 
whereupon Ciaptaine Adoore and Capraine Yarrey, with 
Fohn Grant the Maſter of the Ty?er, and ſome other Sea- 
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men embarqued tl themiclves in a couple of (mall Pinna- 
ces,70 taxe them betore chcy thould come nigh che ſhore, 
at the mourh ot che Hirbour, leſt by ſome ſtragling Spa- 
a1ards trom the Land, they might be warned by ſignes 
from commuing 1n ; which fell our accordingly,totwich- 
{tanding all che dil ligence that our Men could uſe : for the 
Sy2niſh Boats, upon the light of pur Pinuaces comming 
rowards them, ran Gem clves 2 ſhore, and ſo their Men 
preſently hid themſelves in Buſhes hard by che Sea ſide, 
amongſt ſome others that had called them by fignes thi- 
cher. Our Men preſencly without aty due regard bad rn 
the quality ofthe place, and ſeeing no man of he Spant- 
ards ro thew themſelves, aboorded the Spaniſh Barkes 
or Boats, and fo {tauding all open 1n them, were ſudden- 
ly ſhot ar by a rroope of Spaniards our of the Buſhes ; 
by which volley of ſhot there were flaine Captaine Var- 
ey, which dyed preſently, and Capraine 400ze, who 
dyed ſome few dayes after, beſides ſome foure or five 
others that were hurt ; and ſo our folkes recurned with- 
out their purpoſe, not having any ſufficient number of 
Souldiers with them to fight on ſhore. For thoſe Men 
they carried were all Marriners to rowe, few of chem ar- 
med, becauſe chey made account with their Ordinance co 
have taken the Barkes well enough at Sea, which the 
might ful eaſily have done,wirhour any lofſe at all,if they 
had come intimerto the Harbor-mouth,before the ins 
2rds Boats had gotten ſo near rhe ſhore. . 

During our abode in rhis place, as alſo at $. Domingo, 
there pafſed divets curreſies berweene us and the Sparr- 
ards , as Feaſting, and ufing them with all kindnefle and 
fav our: ſo as amongſt others,rhere.came to ſee the Gene- 
rall;the Governor of Cartagena, with the Biſhop of the 
fſame,and diverſe other Gentlemen of che berter ſort. 
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" This Towh- of Cartageza we rouched in che out parts, 
and conſumed much with fire, as we had done Saint De- 
m:go upon diſcontentments, and for want of agreeing 
with us 1n their firſt Treaties rouching their Ranſome, 
which ar the laſt was concluded betyweene us, ſhould be 
one hundred and ren thouſand Duckers for that which 


was yer ſtanding, the Ducket valued ar five ſhillings ſix 


pence ſterling. | 
This Towne, cho1gh not halfe ſo big as S. Domzzgo, 


gives as you fee, a farie greater ranſome, being in very 


deed of far more importance, by reaſon of the excellency 
of the Harbor,and the firuartion therof,ro ſerve theTrade 
of Nombre deD 105 and other places,and is Inhabited ith 
far more richer Merchants. The other is chiefly inhabi- 
ted with Lawyers and brave Genclemen, being rhe chicfe 
or higheſt appeale of thetr ſuits in Law of all the Iflands 
abour it, and of the maine Land coaſt nexr unto it. And 
it is of no ſuch account as Cartagena, for theſe and ſome 
other like reaſons which I could give you,over long to be 


now written. 


The warning which this Towne received of our com- 
ming towards them, frem S. Domrz2o, by the ſpace of 
rwenty dayes before our arrival! hither, was cauſe that 


they had borh fortified and every way prepared for their 


beſt defence. As alſo rhat rhey had carried and convayed 
away all rheir [Treaſure and principail ſubſtance. 

The Ranſome of one hundred and ten thouſand Duck- 
ets rhus concluded on,as 1s aforeſaid,the ſame being writ- 
ren,and expreſſing for nothing more rhen the Towne of 
Cartagena, upon the paiment of the ſaid Ranſome, we 
lefr the ſaid Towne, and drew ſome part of our Souldi- - 
ers inco the Priory or Abbey, ſtanding a quarter of one

| | ſide, 
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fide, the ſame being walled with a wall of ſtone,which we 
cold the Spanzaras was. yer ours, and nor redeemed by 
ther Compoſition * whereupon rÞey fiading the defect 


of their Contract, were concenred ro enter 11t0 21:0ther 


Ranſome for all places,bur ſpecially for the ſaid Houſe, 
as alſo the Blocke-houſe or Caftle, which 1s upon the 
mouth of the inner H »rbour. And when we a+ ked as much 
for the one as for the other,theyyeclded to give one thou- 


{and Crownes for the Abbev, leaving us ro rake our plea- | 


ſure upon rhe Block-houſe,which they (11d rhey were not 
able ro ranſome, having ſtretched rhem(elves ro the ucrer- 
moſt of their powers; and cherefore the ſaid Block-houſe 
was by us utdermined, and fo wirh Gun- powder blowne 
UP 111 PEECES . | =, 

While this latrer Concratt was it! making, our whole 
Fleer of Ships fell dowue towards the Harbour mouth, 
where they Anchored che rhird time, and employed rheir 
Men in ferching of freſh Water aboord the Ships, for 
our Voyage homewards,which Vater was had 1n a great 
Well,thar 1s in rhe Iſland by che Harbour mouth; which 
Iſland is a very pleaſant place as harh been ſeen, having in 
itmany ſorrs of goodly and very pleaſanr Fruirs, as rhe 
Orange rrees and others, being ſer orderly in Walkes of 
great length together. Inſomuch as the whole Iſland be- 
112 ſome two or three miles abour,is caſt iuro grounds of 
Gardening and Orchards. 

Atrer fix weckes abode in this place, we pur to Sea 
the laſt of March, where after two or chree dayrs,a great 
Ship which we had raken at S: Domng0, and thercup- 
on ws called The zewyears gift, tell into 2 great leake, 
being, laden wirh Ordnance, Hides,and orter Spoyles, in 
the night ſhe loft the comp3vy of our Fleet , which he- 
ing miſſcd he next mornitg by the General), he caſt a- 
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bout with the whole Fleer, fearing ſome great miſchance 
ro be happened unto her, as in very deed it fo fell our ; 
for her leake was {o great, and her Men were all tyred 
with Pumping. But ar the laſt having found her, and the 
Barke T al-0t in her company, which ſtayed by grear hap 
with her, was ready to cake their Men our of her, for the 
ſaving of cnem. Aud ſo che Generall being fully adverti- 
ſed of rhetr great extremity, made ſaile dire&ly backe a- 
gaine to Cartagena with the whole Fleet, where having 
{tayed etght or ten dayes more,about che unlading of this 
Ship, and the beſtowing thereof and her Men, inro other 
 Shipsz we departed once againe to Sea, dire&ing our 
courſe towards the Cape $. Anthony, being rhe Eaſter- 
moſt part of Cuv4, whether we arrived the ſeven & twen- 
| fieth of Apzt. Bur becauſe freſh water could nor pres 
{encly be found, we weyed ankor and deparred, thinking 
in few dayes tO recover the Mattarces, a place to rhe 
Eaſt-ward of Havara. — 
| After we had failed fome fourteene dayes, we were 
broughr ro Cape S. Anthony againe, thorough lacke of 
favourable winde : bat chen our ſcarſiry was grown ſuch, 
25 need made us looke a lictle betrer for water, which we 
found in ſufficient quancity,being indeede,as I judge,uone 
other then ratne water newly fallen, and gathered up by 
making pirs 1n a plot of marriſh ground, ſome three hun- 
dred pales from the Sea fide. | 
L doe wrong if I (hould forget rhe good example of the 
Generall at this place, who ro encourage others, and ro 
haften the getting of freſh warer aboord the Ships, rooke 
_ no leſſe paine himſelfe chen the meaneſt, as alſo at $. Do- 
mingo, Cartagena, and all other places, having alwayes 
ſovigilaut a care and forefight 11 the good ordering of his 
Fleer, accompany ing them, as it is faid, wich ſuch won- 
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derfull travell of body, as doubclefle had he beene the 


© meaneſt perſon, as he was the chiefeſt, he had yer deſer- 


ved the fiift place of honour : and no lefſe happy doe we 
accomprt him),for being affociared with Maſter Carler1/ 
his Lievtenant Generall, by whoſe experience, prudent 


__ counſell, and gallant perform nce, he atchieved to man y 


and happy enterpriſes of the War, by whom alſo he was 
very greatly afiited, in ſerring downe che needfull Oc- 
ders, Liwes, and courſe of Juſtice and for rhe due admi-: 
niftration of che ſame upon all occaſions. 

After three dayes ſpear in warering our: Ships, we de- 
parted now the {ecund time from this Cape of S. A#- 
theny rhe thirceenth of ſay, and proceeding about rhe 
Cape of Florida, we never touched any where, bur 
coaſting along (t} Florida, aud keeping rhe ſhore ſill 
in ſfighr, the eight and tientieth of ay early in the 
morning, we deſcried on the ſhore a place built like a 
Beacon, which was indeed a Scaffold upon foure Jong 
Maſtes;ratted on end for men ro diſcover to the Seaward, 
beiag in the latitude of thirty degrees, or very neare | 
thereuuto. Our Pinnaces manned, and comming to the 
ſhore, we marehed up along che River fide, to ſee what 
place the Eneaue held there : for none amongſt us had 
any knowledgethereof ar all. 

Here the Generall rooke occaſion to march with the 
companies himſelfe in Perſon, the Lieucenanrt Generall 
having the Vanrguara, and coing a mile upor ſomewhat 
more by the River {:Je, we might azfcerne' on the other. 
fide of the River over againſt us,a forr, which newly had- 
been built by rhe Spanrards,and ſome mile or three about 
above the forr,was 2 little Town or village without wals, 
built of wooden houſes, as this Plor here dorh plainly 
(hew : we forthwith prepared to have Ordnance for the 

bar- 
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battery, and one Peece was a little before the evering 
_ planted, and che firſt ſhot being made by the Lieveenanc 
Generall himſz#lte ar their -Enſigne, ſtrake through rhe 
Enſigne, as we afterwards underſtood by a Fenchman, 
whica came unto us from them. One ſhor more was 
rhen made,which ſtrake che foor of che fort Wall, which 
was all maſhve timber 'of great rrees like Msſtes. The 
 Lievtenant Generall was determined to paſſe the River # 
thisnight with foure Compuuies, and there to lodge 
himſelte'intrenched as neare the Forr,, as that he might 
play wich bis Muskets and ſmalleſt ſhot upon any thar 
ſhould appeare;; and fo afterward to bring and plant rhe 
battery with him, but the helpe of the Marriners for that 
ſudden tomake Trenches could not be hid, which was 
the cauſe thar this determination was remircred unrill the 
next night.  - 

In the nighr che Lievrenanc General rooke a little row- 
ing Skiffe, and halfe a dozen well armed, as Captaine 
Aſorgan, and Captaine Sampſon, with ſome others be- 
{1des the rowers, and went ro view whar gard the Enemy 
kept,as alſo ro take knowledge of the ground. And albeit 
he went as covertly as might be, yet the Encmy taking 
the Alarum, grew fearfull thar the whole Force was ap- 

proaching to the afſaulr, and therefore with all ſpeel 
| abuudoned the place after rhe ſhooting of ſome of cheir. 
, Peeces. They thus gone, and he being returned unto us 
againe,but nothing knowing of their flight fiom their 
Forc, forthwirh'came a Frenchman being a Phipher (who 

had been priſoner with chem) in a little Boat, playing 
02 his Phip? the tune of the Prince of Orange his ſong, 
and being called unto by rhe Guard, he told chem be- 
fore he put foot our of che Boar, what he was himſelfe, 
and how rhe Sparraras tyere gone from the _—_ : 
2 offe- 
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- ofterigg eirher co remaine in hands chere,or elſe to retur:1 
io rhe place with them chat would goe. 

u pon chis Intelligence, the Generall, the Lievtenaur 
Generall, with ſome of rhe Capraines in one Shiffe, and 
the Vice-Almiril with ſome others in his Skiffe.amnd Wo 
or three Pinnaces furniſhed of Souldiers with them, pur 
pretent!y over r rowards the Fort, g1ving order for rhe reſt 
| of cl 1e Pinnaces to follow. And in our approach, ſome of 

the Enemy bolder then the reſt, having ftayed behinde 
ie company,thor off wo peeces of ls ar us; bur 
on ſhore we weat, and entred the place wichout finding 
' any man there. 
When the day appearcd, we found it builr all of Tim- 
ber, the Wals being notice ocher but whole Maſts or 
podies of Trees fer upright and cloſe together, 1n _ 
ner of a Pale, without any Ditch as yet made, bur wh 
intended with ſome more time, for they had nor as yer 
ficiſhed all their work, having begun the ſame ſome three 
_ or toure Moneths before: fo as to ſay the truth, they 
had no reaſon ro keepe 1 ic, betog ſubje& borh to fire and 
caſte aſſaulr. 

The platforme whercon the Ordnance lay, was whole 
bodies of long Pine trees, whereof there is great plenty, 
layed a crofſe one ON another, and ſome little earch 4- 
mongſ. There was 11 it thirteen or fourteen grear Pceces 
of brafſe Ordnance,and a Cheſt unbroken up,having in it 
the value of ſome two thouſand pounds ſterling, by eſti - 
mation of rhe Kings rreaſure, ro pay the Souldiers of that 
place,wPFo were Olc hundred and fifry Men. 

The Forr thus won, which rhey called S. 7ehz Fort, 
and the day opened. we aſſayed to goe tothe Towne. bur 
could not by reaſon of ſome Rivers 41d broken grourd 
which was betweeue the two places; and therefore Cli- 

forced. 
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_ Sir Francis Drake and others. 37 
forced to imbarke againe into Our Pinnaces, we went chi- 
ther upon the great maine River, which is called, as alſo 
che Towne by the name of S. Auguſtzze, 


_ At our approaching to land,there was ſome that began 


ro ſhew themſelves, & to beſtow ſome few ſhor upon us, 
bur preſeatly withdrew themſelves. And in their runing 
thus away,the Serjeanat Major finding one of their Horſes 
ready ſadled8& bridled,took rhe ſame ro follow the chaſe, 


and ſo overgoingall his Company,was (by one layed be- 


hinde a Buſh) ſhot rhrough che head, and falling downe 
therewith, was by che ſame and two or three more, ſtab- 
bed in three or foure places of his body with Swords and 
Daggers,before any could come neere to his reskue. His 
death was much lamented, being 1n very deed an honeſt 
wiſe Gencleman,and a Souldier of good experience, and 
of as great courage as any man mighr be. 
In this place called S. Augz/izze, we underſtood the 


King did keepe, as 1s before ſaid, one hundred and fifry 


Souldiers,and at. anorher place ſome dozen leagus beyond. 
to the Northwards,called S. Helera,he did here likewiſe 
keepe one huncred and fifty more, ſerving there for no 0- 
ther purpoſe,then to keepe all other Narious from Inha- 
biting any parc ©f all that Coaſt,the Government wherof 
vvas commirted to one Pedro Melendez Marqueſſe, Ne- 
phew to that Afelendez the Admirail, vvho had over- 


thrown Maſter 7ebz Hankins inthe Biy of 2exico ſome 
fifteen or ſixteen years av0e. This Governor had charge. 


of borh places,bur vvas at this time in chus piace, alid one 


of the firſt thar left the ſame. 


| Here 1t vvas reſolved in full aſſembly of Cantaines, ro 


Undercake the enterprize of S. Heiera, and from there 


zo ſeck out rhe ſahabication of our Z-2/z6Country-Men 
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in Virgina, diſtant from thence ſome fix degrees North- 
ward, 

When we came thwart of Sainr Helens the ſhols ap- 
 peartng dangerous, and we having no-Pilor to undertake 
the entrie, 1 was though meareſt to goe hence along ſt. 
For the Admiral had becn the ſame 1ighr in four fadome 

avd a halfe three __ from the ſhore : and yet we un- 
derſtood by the help of a known Pilot, there may and 
doth goe in Ships of greater burthen and draughr then 
any we had in our Fleet. 

We paſſed thus alongſt rhe Coaſt hard aboord the 
thore, which i is ſhallow for a league or two from the 
thore, and the fame is low and broken land for the moſt 

art. 
, The ninth of J«ze npon fight of one ſpeciall great fire 
(whichare very ordinary all alowpt this coaſt, even from 
the Cape of Florida hither) the General| ſene his Skiffe 
to the ſhore, where they found ſome of our Ereliſh 
Country men (that had been ſent rhicher the year before 


by Sir alter Raleigh)and brought one aboord,by whoſe 


dire&tion we proceeded along ro the place which the 

make their Porr. But ſome of our Shipps being of 
great draught unable to enrer, we anchored all withour 
the Harbour in 2 wilde Road at Sea, about two miles 


from ſhore. 


From whence rhe Coterallwrote Letters to Maſter. 


Ralph Lanebeing Governour of choſe Engliſh in V irgi- 
7214, and then ar his Fort abour f1x leagues from the Road 
it an Iſland which they call Roanoag, wherein is ſpecial- 
iy he ſhewed how ready be was to ſopply h1s neceſhries 
and wants which he underſtood of, by rhoſe he had firſt 

talked withall. 
The morrow aficr Maſter Zane himſelfe and ſome of 
his 
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is company comming uato him, with the conſent of his 
Capcaines he gave them the choice of two offers, thar is 
to ſay : either he would leave a Ship,a Pinnace, and cer- 
taine Boares with ſufficienc Maſters and Marriners, roge- 
ther furniſhed with a Moterhs Victuall ro ſtay and make 
farther diſcovery oi rhe Councry and coaſts, and ſo much 
Victual likewiſe that mighr be ſafficieat for the bringing 
of them all (being an hundred and rhree Perſons) into 
England if they thought gool atcer ſuch time, with any 
other thing they would deſire, and that he mizhrt be able 
ro ſpare. \Y h - 

Or elle if they thoughe they had made ſufficient diſco- 
very already, an dil deſire to rerurne into England, he 
would givethem paſſige. But they as ir ſeemed, being 
| deſirous to tay, accepred very ch2ukfully, and with great 
2ladneſſe that which was offcel firſt. Whereupon the 
Ship being app>tnced and received into charge, by ſome 
of their owne Company ſenr into her by Miſter Laze, 
before they. had received from the reſt of the Fleet ,: 
the Proviſion appointed them, rhere aroſe a great torme 
(which rhey ſaid was extraordinary and very {trange ) 
thac laſted rhree days together, and pur all cur Fleer in 
oreat danger to be driven from their ankoring upon the 
coaſt. For we brake many Cables,and loſt many Ankors. 
And ſome of our Fleer which had Inſt all of which num- 
ber was the ſhip appointed for Maſter Laze and his com- 
pany) was driven to pur to Sea in great danger, it avoy- 
ding rhe Corft, 3n4 could never fee us againe anrill we 
mer in Ez2lan4, Miny alſo of our ſmall Pinnaces ati4 
Boars were loſt 12 this ſtorme. —_ 

Notwirſtandinz afrer all this, the Generatt offered 
them (wirh conſear of his Capraines) another Ship wirh 
ſome Provifion,althougi nor ſuch a oae for their rurnes, 
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as Nivlit have been (pared chem detore, this Heing unable 
to be brougbr into chetr Harbour. Or elſe it they would, 
to give them paſſage into Ergland, although he knew he 


- ſhon!d performe ir with greater difficulty then he mighr 
< Have done before. 


But Maſter Lane with choſe of the chiefeſt of his com- 
pany he had then with him, conſidering whar ſhould be 
b-{t for them to dow, made requeſt uuto the Generall un- 
der their hands, that they might have paſſage for Ezg-. 
lad; the which being granted, and the reſt ſent for out 
of the Councry and ſhipped, we departed from thar coaſt 
the eighteenth of Fxre. 

And fo God be thanked,borh they and we in good ſaf- 
ty arrived at Portſmouth in July 28. 1 586. tO the great 
lory of God, and to no ſmall honour ro our Prince, our 
Countrey and our ſelves. | 

Thetorall value of char which was gotten in this Voy- 
22e, is eſtimared ar chreeſcore thouſand pounds, whereof 
the Companies which have travelled in che Voyage were 
to have twenty chouſand pounds, the Adventurers the 0- 
ther forthy. Of which twenty thouſand pounds (as I 
can judge) will redound fome f1x pounds to the lingle 
ihare. 

We loſt ſome ſeven hundred and fifty Men in the 
Voyage.

In the thirty ſeventh year of the reign of Queen E1:za- \ 
beth, being the eight and twentieth of Avguji one thou- K 
ſand five Rhdred nigry five, we imbarked at Plimouth, | 
rhence we ſail'd toward the Grand Caradves, in which paſ- 
ſage, Sep. 5.about noon;we deſcri d a Frezch man of War 
(in che heighr of the Northern Cape) whom we chaſing 
immediarely overtooke, after him a (Rochellor) having 
been at New-fournd-land, whom we quietly ler paſſe : af*- 
cer thar we overtooke two Biſkners bound for Barbara , 
who accompanied us uncill they could take their courſe | 
thither. | | 
"The ninth of September weeſpy ed 2 Ship of Veymenth, 
vvhom vve chaſed and fetched up, rvho ſpeaking with our 
Generall accompanied us ro the Grand Canagoes, Pre- 
ſcntly after we diſcovered twenty of che King of France's 
men of Warre,vvho chaſed us but could nor fetch us up, 


and therefore left us. ' : LEY. 
The nineteenth of September we mer with a Frigate of 


the Earle of Cumberlards who brought us word that the 
Kings men of WW arre were going homewards. 

The twenty five of September we deſcried rwo Iſlands, 
che one called Hamſeroth,Weft and by South; The other 
Forta foiturs,borth ſtanding in 28 degrees,and are diſtant

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onefrom the other 4 or 5 leigues Inhabited only by a 
ſavage people. Theſe Iſlands jfrom che Grand Canadoes 


are diſtant ren leagues. — 
The twenty ſixt of September we anchored in rhe afore- 


ſaid port of Caxadees otherwiſe called S. Fohz Decrus, 


and abour ten of the clock in the forenoone we were im- 
barked inro Boars and Pinnaces, endeavoring wirh the 
greateſt celerity to atcain to land, but were fruſtrated of 
our intentions by the Enemies vigilancy, who waiting 
our comming had intrenched rhemſfelves in rhe very place 
where we fhould have put co ſhore, who upon our ap- 
proach-plyed us ſo faſt with great and ſmall ſhot, both 
from the Caſtle and towne, and from the other fide of us, 
that wewere conſtrained to retire with the loſſe of ſome 
Few men unto our Ships againe. 

The Enemy were in number bertweene three or foure 


hundred ſtrong... | 


The ſame day being all imbarked in our Ships againe, 
we departed ro a cerraine place where we warered, it Iy- 
erh Weſt and by North from the towne,and was in times 
paſt agreat and famous River. But now it is overgrown 
with graſſe,it:.commerh from the Rocks, and runneth to 
the Seas» [f — 

The people of this 1{land being a barbarous people and 


Mountaneers'; vve had flaine at this watering place 


by them, of our men which ſtragled into the Countrey, 
amongſt whom 'vvas Capraine Gr:n5F0n and foure more 
wich him, rhe-which were wounded very ſore and torne 
-with dogges,which they keepe of purpoſe rodeftroy our 
»men when any of them come there to water. This. Iland 
yeelderh much VV ine, as Cauadee Wine, and divers kind 
of graine,as Vheat and ſuch like, grear ſtore of Conies, 
and -Parrredpes,aud Treflc, which have a joyce like Milk 
-but rank poylon. 1 This 
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This Iland hath many mighty Rocks in ir ; there is 


abour twenty leagues diſtant from chis Iſland another 
 Ifland called the Tezereffe or Peak of Terereffe. Ir is a 


mighty high land. 

Sunday the :wenry eight of September a liccle before 
night we departed from the aforeſaid warering place to- 
wards the Orieurall 7-dzes, we tooke our courle South 


| Weſt and by Weſt. Septemb. 2g being Michaelmas day, 


we ſayled South weſt and by South, the thirtieth we 
ſayled South vveſt, the fiiſt of O Fober we ſayled Weſt 
and by South, the thirteench we ſayled 'Weſt in the 
heitghr of ſixteenth degr.the fourteenth the wind was ſou- 


thertly : the five and twentieth of chis Moneth, che Hope 


and the Adventure fell toule on ons another - about ren 
of che clocke inthe nighr, ſo thar chey of the Adventure 
were conſtrained ro cur downe their Niſſon Maſte, and 


to fling ir overboord. The nighe being very darke and 


rhere arifing a great tempeſt of Haile and Raine, ar the 
ſame rime they were/in extream [Jeopardy of their lives, 
which cauſed in them a very great cerror. The rwenty ſe- 
venth of O Fober we eſpyed the Ifland of fartirino,which 


lay from us cowards the Veſt. This {land is inhabiced 


by a Barbarous people called Canibals. We vverethirry 
dayes ſayling between the Caradoes and Afartinino.From 
this Ifland we fayled towards an Ifland called Dominica 
where 1s great ſtore of Tobacco. Ir is diſtant from Mar- 
£14720 about ten or rwelve of our Engliſh miles, and bea- 
reth Weft and byNorth.The people of this Ifland be not 
alrogetherſo rude as other peopl are; for chey would rraf- 
fick with us for hatched Knives & ſuch likeCommodities 
in exchange for their Tobacco which is the chiefeſt com- 
modity this Iſland yeelderh. The Weapons uſed by theſe 
people are Bowes and Arrowes made of a Reed, with a 
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ſharp pecce of Braſcilon che end thereof; chey to uſe wear 
their haire very long, cut round by their ſhoulders. The 
thirtieth of this 1w:itzoc Ofoter, we came to another 
Iſland called Gordelurpa which is diſtant from that of 
Dominicatel leagues; we weLt UntO a certaine Riicr of 
that Iflard $01 the YVelt fide chcre be many Riv. rs iſſu- 
icg our of che Mountaines with great force into the Sea. 
This Ifland ts nor inhabited , bur is a very VWildernefle 
wherein are mary wilde Beaſts; 2moreſt the reſt there 
is one worthy of your obſervation iu ſhape of a Serpent, 
We continued there frcm the thirticth of Ocoer ro 
the fourth of November, Frem therce we ſayled rowards 
the River della hatch, and firuke our courſe North Weſt 
and by Norrh. The ſeventh of Novemder vve deſcried 
three {lands of the Tr:gozzes yvhich lyeth berween Gor- 
delewpaand Saint John de Portri20, the firſt is called 
Aeonozalla,the ſecond Rotmidothe third Savea ,we ſayled 
within three or four leagues of them, vvhere vve found 
it in depth ſometimes five orkerwhiles eichr farhome;the 
ſhoal bearerh|from us North eaſt. The eighr of Novem- 
er our Generall ſer on ſhoar all the Land-men, to the 
end that every Captatne might know his owne men. The 
tenrh of Nozemver vve deparred from that Harbour to 
| another, three or four Ezgl:ſb .miles diſtant, vvhere-vve 
continued untill tueſday the eleventh of November, and 
then ſer ſayle for Sainr Jokz de Portrizo Weſt and by 
North. |} | 
Theſe Iſlands belonging to Virgina be many in num- 
ber, vve cannot name them becauſe they be without In- 
habiranrs;chere are many faire Harbours in them,iu ſome 
whereof one thouſand Ships may ride at anchor ;on every 
ſide rhe Mouncaines are very high. Thence we went 10 
ſome paſſages not farre of. The twelfch of November be-

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ws VV ednf{day,we anchored wirhin three or foure Eg- 
{1573 miles of the Towne of Portrecho,againſt a great Fort, '1 
where was placed a great pecce of Ordnance,which plyed 
us with ſhor divers rimes.

The next day, which was thurfday, the 14.0f Novem. 
ter, our Generall called a Councell. The night follow- 
ing, about nine of the clocke in the night, cerraine ſhott 
being appointed to be imbarked 1n onr Pinnaces and 
Boats, with Gunnets and Fire-workes ; there were to the 
number of five hundred Men which went within the 
Harbour ro burne the five Men of Warre which rode * 
within the Harbour, one of them was of the burthen of

reſpe& of the lofle of one of our Ships, called the Lzt- 
tle Frazctswhich was taken by chem before our approach 

which gave them intelligence of our comming ; alſo the 
loſe of ſome of our Men at that rime ; rhe which was a 
moſt valiant arrempr and worthy ro beChronicled.There 
was of the Enemy burned, and ſlaine, and drowned all 
rhe men in the great Ship, bur ſome three or foure thar 
we rooke up out of the water, co the intent rhar chey 
| ſhould reveale ſomewhat unto us ; they inforined us,that 
they having 1nrellizence of our comming by our, Ship 
thac was taken by them, our end and igcent was fru-

This Towne was of great forceto the Spanrards, and 
had in ic three millions of Treaſure of rhe King of 
Sparres, which thoſe five men of War came of pur- 
poſe for ir; and they told us alſo, that they kepr our 
men at Portrzcho, rhe which chey tooke in the Ship calr 
led the Lzttle Fraxces ; whereupon our Gererall wrote 
unto the chiefe Governour of the Towne ro he good un- 
ro our Men, 4nd to deale wirh them as he :0114 doe! the 
like with their men, and ro {end them for E£9/and again 
in ſafety. Alſo we underſtood chat rheie was rhr=e hun- 
dred Souldiers in this Towne of Sint Zohan de Portrizo. 
This rowne ſtanderch on a very ſmali Iſtind,and is com- 
paſſed with the Sea on the one fide, zad a grear River on 
the other ſide; we could not come nigh rhe rowne ro 
view the proportion of ir, becauſe ir ſtanterh in 2 Val- 
ley, and harh a grear Fort new Huilt betwixt us and it.

The twenty ninth of November on the Larborl{1de it 
bearech South Sourh Eaſt, it is diſtant ſome eighr or 
nine leagues; the ſame day we efpyed rhe maine land 
called che weft rndies, which bore from us North North 
Eaft,zaiid 1T15 a,very high land; vve ſailed along chis Coaſt 
ro 4 cercaine towne called River Dela Hatch, the ſarne 
day at night we anchored wichin nine or ten leagues of 
che rowne of River Della Hatch, 

The ſecond of Decemzex being Munday all our Sol- 
diers being imbarked in Boars and Pinnaces, we ſailed ro 
che rowne all rhat day z about one of the elocke in rhe 
nighr vve entred the rowne, the Enemy fled into the 
Country before, leaving ſome of their Soldiers in the 
rowne to che number of ren or twelve, which gave us a 


volley of ſhot, and rwo of themwere taken priſoners, the 
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rt fled away. We found uorhing 11 che towne of any 
accom; they had carried all awey 1iro rhe Woods, 
at:d hid chem rhere, neither was there aty Victuals, but 
what we went into rhe Country for our ſelves, for they 
had droven all ther Cattle away, becauſe they heard 
Ot OUr COMMMmtng 2 weeke before we came chirher. 
December the third, being ruefday the Sparrards came 
ro parſey with us for a certain ſum of Treaſure for ran- 
ſome for the ſaid towne. The fourth of December they 
brought Pearle, &Cc. but lefle in value then was com- 
pounded fqr, which our Generall Sir Frazcis Drake re- 
fuſed, and thereupon ordered that; ic ſhould be fer on 
| Fire and burned, which accordingly was done at our de-

The fifceenth of December being Friday, the Enemy 
made faire promiſes to our Generall, which was onely 
to have us to ſtay as we ſuppoſed, rill they had ſenr word 
to other places,as afterwards the Governour confeſſed. 
The fixreenth of December the Governour came to 
parley and to tell us his determined purpoſe of his de- 
layy.riiich was as aforeſaid;ourcompanies marched divers 
timss {-1 Viduals and ſo met with the Governour. We 
rooke ſorie more of rheit men priſoners, and found ſome 
of their Goods afterward which we carried away. But 
whe we ſaw thar they would not come to any faire cor- 
reſp dence or agreement, our Generall commanded us 
to burne all places where ever we came. 
T' 2: diy before our departure we lefr the towne of 
a lighr Fire, unlefle ic was a new Religious houſe not fi- 
niſhed, and another Eouſe rhat they uſe to bring all the 
Kin: tter{nre 2:14 Merchandiſe. ; 
J" rhjis Houte we found ſome of their treaſure and 
Metchaudiſe with other things which was brought 1n, as

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Pearle and ſuch like, which was broughr unco the Gene- 
nerall. 'The Country yeeldeth great ſtore of Cartcle, as 
Oxen, Bceves, Goats, Sheepe, Horſes, and Aſſes, as allo 
great ſtore of graſle. The people that Iuhabic this Coun- 
'try are 141445 and Negroes, they live in the Mounraines 
being wilde and ſavage People,but onely ſuch as the Spa- 
z:ards keepe under {ubjeftion ; . thoſe wilde People doe 
 Warre agatiaſt che Spazzaras , in this Country are great 
ſtore of Fowls, as Pellicans, and other red Fowls, being 
Sea Fowls in the proportion of a Crane. 
There is diſt2nt from the rowne ſome ren leagnes 2 
mighry great! Mountaine bearing rowards rhe Weſt 
from the towne of River Della Hatch, This Hill ſeemeth 
to be far higher chen che G/orodel. Upon ic ſnow remain- 
eth continually rhrough the coldnefle of its ſituacion. 
The nineteenth of Decemver being Saturday, we came 
'to another towne called Saz#a Martha, the hich we 
entred and there we found the Enemy with their Wives 
and Children fled out of che rowne into the Mountains, 
but our men following chem inro the Woods found 
ſome Treaſure with other things of ſomes value.

The King ufuall fendeth all bis Treaſure and Merchan- 
dize tO tis piece, and to that end Þath Boars and Pit:na- 
ces, which continually bring his Treaſure from Panama 
cothis place. We found fome treaſure in the Weods 
as Oyle, Wine, Vinegar, Meale,and Linnen-C loth. Our 
Generall having incelligence of the Governors going to- 
wards Panama. The nunday afrer Sir Thomas Baſker|.eld 
our Coriner General with {1x hundred men went by land, 
with intent to have {urprized him. The way was excream 
dangerous to travell in,not onely in regard of the Enemy 
bur alſo of the water and Rocks, inſomuch rharc ofr timcs 
we Weir in perill of our lives. In our march we ſaw great 
ſtore of Munkyes, Apes, and could heare Lyons. This 
cowne of Panama ſtandeth upon the South Sea, and is 
diſtant from Nombre de 4708 eighteen leagues ; we mar- 


ched nine leagues but could get no farther, the Enemy 
preventing us by a Fort vvhich they made on the top of

rweene Scoday and Porta Vella, The ſame day Sir Fran- | 
£15 Drake our General deparrced this life, whoſe death was 
exceediugly deplored, his interment. was after chis man- 
ner; His Corps being laid in aCophin of Lead, he was let 
downe into the Sea, the Trumpets in dolefull manner 
echoing our this lamenration for ſo great a loſſe, and all 
the Cannons in the Fleet were diſcharged according ro 
the cuſtome of all Sea Funerall obſcquies. We continued 
here untilſrhe eighrh of Febraary warring and baJlaſing 
our Ships.In this Horbor are ſome few houſes Inhabited 
with Spantards, they beginning ro build a new Towne _ 
and 2 great Bulwarke, which we ſpoyled and burned ; we 
found many Cheſts full of Carpenrers tools with many 
Iron Bars and orker neceſfaries for building, which we 
drought away with us. The day before we came away 
the Enemy came downe and rooke ſome fix of our Men 
at the vatring place. Certaine of our Men were fent in 
Boars vÞ the South fide of rhe River, where we found 
ſome more of their Carpenters rools. This Harbour is 
very commodions for Shippirtghaving 2 good anchoring 
place and ren or twelve fathorne deep in warer ; we lan- 
ged great ſtore of Sparrards and Negrors at this Iſland, 
giving che Enerny to underſtand rhat he would ale Gut 
Or YiICHR: 
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Men well which they rooke priſoners comming from 


Panama, and ſent a Meſſenger nor hearing any anſwer a- 


g41l,yer at our departure the Governour was come down 


with many Souldiers with him who wrote co our Gene- 


rall. The eighth of February we came away from this 


Harbour of Porta Vella beating up to the height of Car- 


$49end, which was ten dayes atcer, we tooke Our courſe 
for Gemico North North and by Weſt; within ſeventeen 
or cighreen leagues of C artagena there lyerh ſhoales 


_enor twelve; farhome deepe. The ſecond of Feeruary 


being Thurſday, we deſcried cercaine Iflinds called rhe 
Gourdazes which is diſtznt from Porta Vella two hundred 
leagues North North Exiſt, and Gemzca beareth from 
theſe I{l:nds of Gourdares towards the E aft \they are very 
bigh land,and tro the Weſt very low even land; we ſailed 
all along to the Cape Corenthus ; rowards che Weſt 


of this low Land is ſhoales ſometimes three farhome, 
which one of our Siips hardly eſcaped. The twenty ſe- 
vench of this moneth we paſſed theſe ſhoales by reaſon of 
a grear gale of wind, and rooke our courſe North North 
E aſt. The ſaturday being the one and thirtieth of Febru- 


ary,we eſpyed the Iſlands of the Pzes Weſt North weſt 
on the tarbord{1de;ztheſe Iflands are wichour Inhabirants. 
The ficſt of March we eſpyed twenty fſaile of the Kings 
men of Warre, we chaſed them and abour rhree of che 


clocke in theafternoone we began ro fight with chem 
and continued chree hours in fight,the Viſeadmirall gave | 


us 2 ſhot, then the E/:244eth Boneventure pave her a 
ſhot agait, rhen the Bozeverture came in and gave him 
: bravadoe with all her broad {ide chat ſhe ſhort rhrough 
and th rough, then came up our Generall and gave them a 
brave volley of ſh>t, nexr came the Defiance and ſhe 
laid on moſt bravely, nexr the Adventure ſhe laid on thar 
WC could ſee through and through ; ic was a moſt brave

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arrempt, but God be chaaked we had che upper hand of 
them,we plying the Viſcaomirall lo faſt _ it ſhe hal 
not bore up from us the had funke, and atorber char was 
near her;we drove them into ſuch a puzell chat with {top- 
ping their. [cakes as we judged, their Powder being luoe 
fired all rhe Ships as we dtd behold, wichit two hours af- 
cer we had done the fizhe. The next day we ſailed cowards 
Cape S . Anthory there foilowing us bur thirtcen of our 
oallants, they kept their courle and would not come ar 
u+bur at length rhey came ſomewhar nigh us arid che De 
f1472:e and the Adventure bore up to them, bur they made 


' away as ſoone as ever they were able, and ſo we were rid 


of our gallants. The fourth of arch we deſcried the 
Cape of S. Anthony,it is dl{tant from Cape Corents cxohe 
ty leagues, from theuce ro rhe Hawtaza, eighty leagues 
from thence to the Gulfe, The ſame day we deſcried 
che Cape Flo: 74a, which is low Land and did beare from 
us North Weſt and by North, our courſe being North 
Eaſt, the ſame day we entred the Gzlfe the wind being | 
ar Eſt Sourh Eaſt, leaving the land on the larbordfide ; 
the Gulfe 15 in length one hundred leagues, from the Ha- 
U4%0 eighty league, the next night we paſſed the Gul/e 
abour twelve of the clocke inthe nighe. The ninth of 
Aarch we paſſed the Barmothres , we had mighty tem- 
peſtuous weather. The eighth of Aprz! 1596. we came 
co the Iſlands of Flowers and Cores. Ir is inhabiced with 
Potugals and ſuch like, where we ſtaied and watred, and 
rrafiqued with them for Vidtuals or what we vvatited, y- 
£1117 us very kindly vvith freſh Fith, Hens and Bacon and 
ſuch like, which refreſhed us vvonderfull well ; and in 
{horr time atter vve gained rhe Engliſh Coaſt.
